WASHINGTON, May 19.-L. F. 
Loree’s plan to create a Southwestern 
rail merger by the unification of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas Railroad Com- 
pany, the St. Louis Southwestern Rail- 
way Company and the Kansas City 
Southern Railway Company, with a 


total trackage of 5,801 miles and 4a, 


capitalization of nearly $506,000,000, 
was rejected today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in a majority 
decision. The proposed consolidation 
was disapproved mainly because of its 
scheme of financing a feature which 
was bitterly assailed at meetings be- 
fore the commission. 


The rejection was also prompted, the: 


Commission said, by the weakened po- 
sition in which the so-called. short 
lines affected would have been left. 
The commission also held that minor- 
ity interests in the roads concerned 
Were not properly safeguarded. 

Dissenting opinions were filed by 
three members of the commission, 
who urged that an opportunity be 
given to the sponsors of the merger to 
eliminate objectionable features. in: or- 
der that the applications .might be 
acted upon favorably. The commission 
stated emphatically. that it did not 
think the formation of this distinctly 
Southwestern Gulf system was objec- 
tionable in itself. 

In his dissent Thomas F. Woodlock 
said it was the duty of the commis- 
gion, “even now’ to reopen the case 
to enable “‘the applicants to substi- 


tute for the financial arrangements 
which we have been unable to accept 
others which we can accept, and ‘to 
complete the record as to the inclusion 
of weak lines.”’ 


Kuhn-Loeb Planned Merger. 


The proposal of associating with 
other carriers to form a new railroad 
system in the Southwest was consid- 
ered by the Kansas City Southern 


board in the Summer of 1924 and a 
committee was appointed to deal with 
the problem. ‘“‘The banking firms of 
Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co: and 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.,”” the commission 
gaid, “‘were invited to participate in 
the consideration, and with their co- 
Operation a plan of procedure was 
worked out for such association under 
the control of the Kansas City South- 
ern. 

Opponents of the Loree plan charged 
that he and his associates had already 
practically secured the rail control that 
was sought, and that by doing so they 
had violated the statutes against trusts 
and monopolies. 

“Numerous decisions of the courts 
in support of this view are cited,” the 
commission commented. “It is also 
suggested that such acquisition of 
actual or potential control without first 
securing our approval and authoriza- 
tion were in contempt of our au- 
thority.”’ 

Opinion here today differs as to the 
bearing of the decision on the new 
application of theh Van Sweringens to 
consolidate the Chesapeake & Ohio, the 
Erie and the Pere Marquette roads 
and other proposed rail mergers pend- 
ing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Those who believe that 
today’s ruling erects a bar for the time 
to other projected consolidations recall 
that the Nickel Plate’s original plan 
Was rejected because of the small 
representation of the projectors in th:

View Prevails in Washington 
That Coolidge Should Name 
Outstanding Americans. 


KELLOGG PROPOSED AS HEAD

‘WASHINGTON, May 19.—A wide- 
spread opinion prevails in interested 
circles here that if the ‘three-power 
conference for limitation of naval ar- 
maments is to have that prestige and 
prominence which will give a consid- 
erable degree of assurance of its suc- 
cess, the plans of President Coolidge 
for American participation must be 
materially changed. | 

This gathering, which vill begin its 
session at Geneva next month, was 
called by the Government of the 
United States, and due to that fact, it 
is looked upon in foreign capitals as 
being an American-conducted affair, 
just as was the Washington Confer- 
ence for the Limitation of Armaments. 

While only Great Britain, Japan and 
the United States will participate, the 
highest importance is attached to the 
conference in the British and Japanese 
Empires. Men-of outstanding impor- 
tance have been named by Great Brit- 
ain and Japan as their chief delegates 
and these, in eacn case, are to be as- 
sisted by large staffs of experts in 
naval and military affairs, as well as 


in international relations and the prac- 
tice of diplomacy. 


Would Strengthen Our Delegation. 


Hugh 8. Gibson, Ambassador to Bel- 
gium, has been designated: as head of 


the American delegation. He has had 
marked success as a diplomatic repre- 
sentative and is regarded. as one of the 
outstanding members of the permanent 
foreign service. It. is generally con- 
ceded by those acquainted with Mr. 
Gibson’s high. q fications that no 
man could have been selected who 
would do more in the way of helping 
the conference to accomplish practical 
results. 

At the same time, the opinion prevails 
in Washington, and is known to be 
shared by officials in foreign capitals. 
that the President should follow the 
example of Great Britain and Japan 
in placing on the American delegation 
one or more notable men of nation- 
wide reputation for’ability and accom- 
plishment. 

It is not contended by those who 
share this view that any such man 
or men would be any more competent 
than Mr. Gibson to represent the 
United States or obtain a larger meas- 
ure of practical results, but the argu- 
ment is advanced that unless some 
such man or a small group of such 
men is appointed to the American dele- 
gation, the sessions of the conference 
will not attract that attention in Amer 
ica, which will tend to create an ac- 
tive sympathetic public feeling that 
would go a long way toward contribut- 
ing to the conference's success.

Waters From Broken Levees 
Plunge South Through Western 
Atchafalaya Basin. 


1,000 FAMILIES TRAPPED 


Disregard Warnings Till They 
Are Marooned, Then Many 
Refuse to Enter Boats. 


RIVERS LOWERED BY BREAKS 


Pressure on Dike Lines South of 
inundated Region Is Relieved 
and All Are Holding.

NEW ORLEANS, May 19.—The flood 
waters now surging south through, the 
western half of the “Sugar Bowl” are 
running high and at an estimated rate 
of more than 500,000 cubic feet per 
second, which is in’ volume equa] to 
two Niagaras when the Niagara is at 
the maximum ‘flood stage.’ 

Little towns, one after the other, 
are going under with clocklike reg- 
ularity. Thousands of refugees are 
arriving at the Red Cross concentra- 
tion camps while other thousands, vir- 
tually. all farmers,. remain in the 
fields until the torrents are almost on 
top .of them. 

In the meantime the mighty volume 
of water. crashing through the Bayou 
des Glaises crevasses and the mile- 
wide gap at Melville is lessening 
hourly the pressure against the main 
Mississippi levees south of Red River 
Landing, the gauges everywhere this 
side of Vicksburg showing in the last 
twenty-four hours drops of one-tenth 
to four-tenths of a foot. —— 

It begins to appear reasonably cer- 
tain that ~ hile the Bayow des Glaises 
and Melville floods will engulf more 
than 1,000,000 acres. of the Evangeline 
parishes and render thousands home- 
less in the west side of the basin of 
ths Atchafalaya, the safety of New Or- 
leans is assured by the volume of 
water thus released over the land. 


Flood Invades Two Parishes. 


Tonight the vanguard of the waters 
in the newly flooded territory is in the 
parish of St. Martin, while the back 
waters, which in this case assume the 
boom of straight ahead plunging tor- 


rents, are reported seeping over the 
border lines into the parish of Iberia, 
and within the next four or five days 
the official warning is that even St. 
Martinsville, seat of the parish of St. 
Martin, may be inundated. 

With the dawn today the flood was 
in the Bayou Teche country, the heart 
of the Sugar Bowl, and this afternoon 
this, the most famous of all the Aca- 
dian streams, is running bank high 
and in places the water is pouring over 
both banks. This is the situation at 
Arnaudville, in southern St. Landry, 
and at Grand Cote, in the same parish; 
at Breaux Bridge, on the Teche in St. 
Martin, and at Henderson, also in Bt. 
Martin, and it will not be many hours 
before the flood streams are crashing 
into Grande Lake and the Parish of 
Iberia. 

Between Arnaudville and Breaux 
Bridge more than 1,000 families were 
trapped by the flood. At sundown yes- 
terday these Acadians were still in the 
fields, green with growing crops. Cou- 
riers carried the warning to them to 
flee to the hills, but they refused, and 
this morning they saw the headwaters 
coming down upon their farms from 
the north. 

One thousand families means be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 men, women and 
children, and the task of getting these 
people to high ground proved a big 
problem. They protested to the last. 
No “charité’” for them. But as the 
waters grew in magnitude they 
to listen to reason, and all day long 
there has been a steady trek from the 
Arnaudville-Breaux Bridge sector to 
the hills on the western border line oa

Mount Athos Becomes Monastic Republic ; 





ATHENS, May 19 (#).—Mount Athos, 
or the Holy Mountain as it is called 
throughout the Levant, is now: an 
ecclesiastical republic under the new 
constitution granted by the Greek Gov- 
ernment, giving -the area - autonomous 
powers. No female, human or animal, 
is allowed in the republic, in which 
Greek and Slav monasteries have ex- 
isted for many centuries. | 

By an annex to the Treaty of Sévres 
in 1920, the peninsula of Mount Athos 
became a monastic republic’ under 
Greek sovereignty. The new charter 
confirms the right of the monks to 
settle their own affairs, but appoints a 
Greek Governor of the peninsula, with 
the rank of Prefect, dependent upon

the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. Ec- 
clesiastically, the monasteries continue 
to depend directly upon the Ecumenical 
Patriarch at Constantinople. 

Their lands are declared inalienable, 
and all the property will be exempt 
from taxation. -There will be a force 
of gendarmerie under the orders of 
the Governor. Every novice or monk 
who retires to. any. of the monasteries, 
even. to the famous Serbian monastery 
of Chilindar, will automatically become 
a Greek subject. | aot

Henceforth it will be an autonomous 
province of Greece and a centre of 
learning and study.

INPERILS RED RULE 


Anti-Communist Troops . Hold 
the Race Course and a 
Clash Is Imminent. 


OUTSIDE FOES ARE NEARING 


One Army Is Within 20 Miles of 
City—Martial Law Declared— 
Rich Natives Seek Safety. -

SHANGHAI, May 19.—All the news 
from Hankow indicates that the last 
days of that Government are at hand. 
The foreign warships report by wire- 
less than the anti-Red troops are con- 
centrating on the race course and that 
a conflict between the factions is mo- 
mentarily expected. For several weeks 
defections from the armies in the field 
have been reported, but this is the fir. i 
indication of a mutiny immediately 

within the capital. | . 

Likewise for weeks the moneyed class 
has been fleeing from the city, every 
down-river foreign merchantman be- 
ing crowded. Now those unable to 
hoping that proximity to the foreigners 
remaining in Hankow will afford them 
protection in the coming disaster. 

From the south a hostile army is re- 
ported within twenty miles, and from 
the north within forty, and from the 
west within a hundred. hus three 
separate and more or less independent 
armies are converging on the city. That 
from the north is affiliated with Chang 
Tso-lin, that from the south has de- 
clared fo. Chiang Kai-shek, while that 
from the west is the personal army 
of Yang Shen, the war lord of Sze- 
chuan Province, formerly favoring 
Hankow, but now of unknown inclina- 
tions. 

Chiang Goes Back to Nanking. 


All three being hostile to the Borodin- 
Chen régime it is unlikely that the 
Hankow Government will survive, but 
the capture of the city by any one of 
the advancing forces does not mean 
the restoration of peace. 

Meanwhile American sailors each 
afternoon play baseball between the 
rival warships and the British play 
cricket on the Bund, and the small 
foreign community fraternizes inti- 
mately, cut off from news of the out- 
side except for the mails by destroyers 
from Shanghai.

Weather Reports Good.

Bertaud, who was to have been 
navigator, was cooling his heels in the 
Garden City Hotel, having been defi- 
nitely “grounded” by vine, the 
owner, after it seemed that all dif- 
ferences between them had been 
settled. Today the court injunction 
brought by Bertaud to prevent any 
one going in bis place will be argued. 

Two short flights were made by 
Commander Richard E. Byrd's plane, 
the America, in the morning, one to 
test instruments and the other with a 
load of 12,000 pounds, probably to test 
the new rudder. Further flights were 
prevented by the rain, But as it was 
announced yesterday that the America 
will be named tomorrow afternoon, 
there did not seem even a remote 
chance that the big plane would get 
away before Sunday or Monday, vven 
if the tests are all completed. How- 
ever, aviation plans have a way of 
changing suddenly. 

The final rift between Bertaud and 
Levine came shortly after the pilot 
and navigator had announced that 
everything was settled. This also had 
been the impression of G. M. Bellanca, 
designer of the plane, and Frank 
Tichenor, editor of Aero Digest, who 
acted as peacemaker. But no sooner 
had Bertaud beamingly said the 
troubles were all in the past, than 
Levine issued a statement, which said: 

“Bertaud was released three days 
ago and now appears to be trying to 
get back into my good graces. 1 will 
fight the injunction and I still ex- 
pect the flight will be made with some 
other pilot than Bertaud as soon as 
weather permits. I already have a 
pilot to replace Bertaud.”’ 


Injunction Proceedings to Go On. 


So the injunction proceedings, which 
Bertaud had earlier announced would 
be ended, will be argued this morning 
before Supreme Court Justice Mitchell 
May in Brooklyn, 

“IT still feel that I can only be 
guided by what I was told when Ber- 
taud, Bellanca and Tichener came back 
from Belle Harbor,” said Clarence 
Nutt, Bertaud’s. lawyer, when told of 
the Levine statement. “If Levine had 


not indicated that everything was to 
be settleti amicably I do not see how 
three responsible and trustworthy men, 
whom you all know, could have re- 
turned with the same impression and 
essentially the same account of what 
had transpired and what was to take 
place today. 

“I have no intention of withdrawing 
the injunction until I have been in- 
formed that the contract has been 
signed and that everybody, including 
Tichenor and my client, is thoroughly 
satisfied.” ! 

After the America, Commander 
Byrd’s plane, had been taken up for 
the second flight yesterday it was 
found that the valves in the centre 
motor needed adjusting. The quick 
ear of “‘Doc’”’ Kinkade, a Wright en- 
gineer, caught the irregularity, and 
when the plane came down he went to 
work on it. Kinkade has been nursing 
the motors with a broken rib, which he 
got when a jack handle hit him in the 
Cc He was with Byrd at Spitzber- 
gen ami was of the most indefatigable 
workers in the entire expedition. 

Later it was decided to install a new 
motor as the other fell off in revolu- 
tions.

President Coolidge and Secretary Mel- 
lon of an understanding said to have 
been reached when the reorganization 
bill was passed at the last session of 
Congress, that the “Commissioner of 
Prohibition would be entirely free and 


unhampered in the performance of his 
duties.”’ 


Seen as Attack on Mellon Order. 


The resolution is accepted by Treas- 
ury Officials as a direct attack upon 


the order issued to Acting Commis- 
sioner Haynes by Mr. Mellon stipu- 
lating that no action was to be taken 
by Major Haynes with respect to 
policy, personnel or organization with- 
out consultation with Assistant Secre- 
tary Andrews and others identified 
with the high command in Secretary 
Mellon’s office. 

In this connection it became known 
today that matters with respect to pro- 
hibition are reaching a crisis in the 
Treasury and that if Major Haynes is 
obliged to walk the plank, as now 
seems assured, other changes in per- 
sonnel, at least one of a rather atar- 
tling character, may be made in the 
list of advisers now surrounding Secre- 
tary Mellon.

His Party Exchanges Compliments

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 19.—A law- 
mad era is upon the American people 
today, Governor Ritchie of Maryland 
said here tonight in a speech before 
a well-attended dinner of the Knife 
and Fork Club, The right of the people 
to rule, he asserted, seemed to be giv- 
ing away before the onslaught of or- 
ganized minorities, the centralization 
of power in the Federal Government, 
and political apathy and indifference. 

Before the dinner, Governor Ritchie 
declared he was not in Kansas City on 
a political mission; but it was rather 
difficult to get away from things poli- 


tical in the light of much national 
mention of the Maryland executive in 
connection with the 1928 election. He 
insisted on remaining silent on such 
subjects so far as they touch him. 

“I am not talking candidacies,”’ he 
explained smilingly; “however, I am 
Pleased to hear complimentary men- 
tion.”’ 

Another member of Governor Ritchie’s 
party, however, took occasion to pay 
his respects to Senator James A. Reed, 


another Democratic Presidential can-. 


didate., 

“Maryland honors and respects an- 
other Democrat,’’ State Senator Mil- 
lard E. Tidings, who accompanied 
Governor Ritchie, said. ‘“‘Senator Reed 
and Governor Ritchie are alike in 
many respects. While we are all for 
Governor Ritchie, we could be for Sen- 
ator Reed with enthusiasm, if the pen- 
dulum should swing that way.’’ 

‘Governor Ritchie, in the course of his 
address, said: 

‘*Today the right of the people to rule 
seems to be giving way before the 
power of organized minorities to rule.

“The future of the democracy our 
fathers discovered rests, it seems to 
me, not on standardized regulations

“If crops fail, if prices go too high 
or too low, if men gamble or violate 
some of the Commandments, if alcohol 
is abused, if morals become loose, if 
art and literature become indelicate, 
if drama offends—put it up to the Gov- 
ernment, and because in s vast land 
of: vast diversities, ideag differ ag to 
what should be left to Government, we 
now say leave it all to the Federal 
Government. What do a few more 
thousand officials matter when we al- 
ready have a standing army of them?

Charred Body of Mrs. Kehoe Is 
Found in Ruins at Home That 
Michigan Maniac Blew Up. 


DEATH LIST NOW TOTALS 44 


Said to Have Mania for Killing, 
He Is Believed to Have Planned 
School Destruction for Weeks. 





GOVERNOR STARTS AID FUND 


Bath Villagers, Stunned by Awful 
Deed, Console One Another as They 
Prepare to Bury Little Ones. 


Epecial to The New York Times. 
BATH, Mich., May 19.—Still stunned 
by the deed of the madman Andrew 
Kehoe, who yesterday killed his wife 
and then blew up the consolidated 


school here and his own automobile, 
causing the death of forty-three per- 
sons, including himself, this little com- 
munity today was groping its way 
through tears trying to meet the awful 
consequences of the tragedy. 

Sad-faced parents of the thirty-seven 
children killed in the school came to 
console one another in their grief, but 
funeral arrangements were left until 
tomorrow. 

Governor Fred W. Green issued a 
proclamation appealing to the people 
of Michigan to raise funds with which 
to rebuild the school and to provide 
relief in cases where families were de- 
prived of support by the catastrophe. 

John W. Farrer and Richard H. 
Scott of Lansing and Schuyler Mar- 
shall of St. John’s were named the 
committee to receive and dispose of 
the funds. The little village of 300 
inhabitants is virtually bankrupt as a 
result of the disaster. 

The deaths of Mrs. Blanche Hart, 30, 
a teacher, and of Oleo Clayton, 8, a 
pupil, in a Lansing hospital today 
wrought the total dead to forty-four. 


Kehoe’s Wife Slain and Burned. 


The finding of the body of Kehoe’s 
wife this morning by deputy sheriffs 
was not entirely unexpected. State 
troopers had combed the State for her 
last night, following clues that she 
was in a sanatorium. When this in- 
quiry failed, attention was directed to 
the ruins of the home, which Kehoe 
blew up yesterday before he set off 
the blast at the school. 

Though charred beyond recognition, 
the body was found in piain sight on 
a milk cart, near a hen coop, the 
only building on the farm that was 
not destroyed. Dynamite was found 
buried under some straw in it. 

It is the belief of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney William C. Searl that Kehoe either 
cut his wife’s throat or beat in her 


skull and then tied her to the cart/| 


and set it afire. Piled around the cart 
were silverware, jewels and a metal 
cash box. Through a slit in the cash 
box could be seen the ashes of several 
bank notes. 

Officers were unable to account for 
the burning during the night of a dav- 
enport, a small table and three chairs 
that members of a Consumers Power 
road crew had taken out of the burn- 
ing house yesterday morning. All tiis 
was intact last night, but in ashes this 
morning. 

O. H. Buck, foreman of the road 
crew, and several of his assistants un- 


knowingly risked their lives in the} 


explosion and fire at the Kehoe’ farm 
yesterday morning and again at the 
school. 


Narrow Escape From Déath. 


Buck gave the following account of 
what happened: 

“Arriving near the Kehoe place, we 
saw that the buildings were afire and 
speeded up. The south side of the 
house was in flames when we got 
there. We ran around to the north 
windows and two of us crawled in. 
We shoved out a davenport, a table 
and some chairs. 

“Then, in a corner of the room, I 
found a pile of dynamite. Without 
thinking much about what I was 
doing, I picked up an armful and 
handed it to one of the men. The 
room was filled with smoke, so we 

t out. 

‘Then I heard a woman across -he 
road yelling that the school had been 
blown up. We started for our car 
and had just arrived there when a 
terrific blast let go in the house he- 
hind us. I was slammed.against the 


car. 

“We got in and drove rapidly to 
Bath. A tragic scene confronted us 
at the school. The north half of the 
building was a jumble of débris. Sev- 
eral men were digging into the wreck- 
age. Wea could hear the voices of the 
imprisoned children calling for help. 
; ran across the lawn and began help- 
ng. 
“T had no more than started when 
I was bowled over by an explosion at 
the roadside. I got up and looked 
around. A great cloud of black smoke 
was rolling up. Under it I saw the 
tangled remains of a car. Part of a 
human body was caught in the steer- 
ing wheel. Three or four other bodies 
were lying on the ground near by. 


Seemed Like End of the World. 


“YT began to feel as though the 
world was coming to an end. I guess 
I was a bit hazy. Anyway, the next 
thing I remember I was out on the 
street. One of our men was.binding 
up the wounds of Glenn Smith, the 
postmaster. His leg had been blown 
off. I went back to the building and 
helped with the rescue work until we 
were ordered to stop while a search 
was made for dynamite.” 

The plecard ‘‘criminals are made, not 
born,”’ found wired to a fence on the 
Kehoe farm, may give an inkling to 
the psychology of the man who with 
measured deliberation, it is believed, 
attempted to wreak vengeance on the 
community for what he felt was the 
high tax imposed on him and other 
financial troubles. 

Evidence disclosed today indicates 
that he mapped out his plans months 
ago. He was notified last June that 
the mortgage on his farm would be 
foreclosed, and that may have been 
the circumstance that started the clock- 
work of anarchy and madness in his 
brain. |

Chance to Prepare for Dynamiting. 


“I have no doubt that he made his 
plans last Fall to blow up the school,”’ 
Keyes declared. ‘“‘He was an experi- 


enced electrician and the board em- 
ployed him in November to make some 
repairs on the school lighting system. 
He had ample opportunity then to 
plant the explosives and lay the wires 
for touching it off.’’ 

Prosecutor Searl«revealed that a 
shattered alarm clock had been found 
in the basement of the school and that 
it was connected with a battery and 
wires leading to various caches of 
dynamite and gunpowder. The face of 
the clock was intact. The hands 
pointed to 8:45. - 

Bernice Sterling, first grade teacher, 
who escaped injury, said she tele- 
phoned. Kehoe yesterday morning and 
asked permission to use his grove for 
a picnic’ for her class. He told her 
that if she ‘“‘wanted a picnic she would 
better have it at once.“ 


Evidence that Kehoe was planning 
his scheme early.in April was brought 
out at the inguiry before State Fire 
Marshal Charlies V. Lane and the 
Clinton County Prosecutor today. 
Neighbors testified.that he was wiring 
the buildings at his farm about that 
time and that he evaded questions re- 
garding his purpose. 

Numerous witnesses declared that 
Kehoe had an ungovernable temper 
and that he developed a mania for 
killing things. He beat one of his 
horses to death last Spring, it was 
stated. 

The .man was known through. the 
countryside as a ‘“‘dynamite farmer.’’ 
Neighbors detailed how he was con- 
tinually setting off blasts on his farm, 
blowing up stumps and rocks. 


Pyrotol. Found in School Debris. 


The wiring for the explosions in 
Kehoe’s thhouse and outbuildings was 
complicated. A timing~apparatus was 


found in the chicken coop. Wires were 
found leading to the’ house and barns 
from the telephone lines passing on 


the road in front'of the house. Kehoe 
evidently intended to tap the telephone 
lines for current to set off the dyna- 
mite. The explosion destroyed only 
the small’ part of the house; fire did 
the rest. 

One of the rescue workers digging 
in the débris of the school found a 
quantity of pyrotol, a war salvage 
explosive distributed to farmers by the 
Federal vernment, between a floor 
and a ceiling above the coal bin in 
the part of the building left standing. 
About two bushels of sticks were re- 
moved. 

In the basement State troopers found 
a small container filled with gasoline, 
so fitted that the natural expansion 
of the gas would’ force the inflam- 
mable vapor through a tube to a spark 
gap. en this point had been 
reached the gas could have been ex- 
ploded by one pressing an electric but- 
ton, and burning gasoline would have 
been scattered throughout the base- 
ment. |

Valentine, of .Police Commissioner 
Warren’s office, said that the wit- 
nesses who broke their word and did 
not appear for examination before the 
Grand Jury were in many instances 
men of importance, holding responsible 
positions in large corporations. 

It was also learned that the police 
were of thé opinion that the operators 
of the elaborately furnished apart- 
ment gambling house were from an- 
other city, possibly Chicago or Boston, 
and that they were professionals. All 
three roulette tables found in the place 
were made to be taken down for trans- 
portation: The ‘police could find noth- 
ing to indicate they were not “on the 
level,”’ they said. |

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HUNGARY RATIFIES 
TREATY WITH ITALY 


Daring Debate President of the 
Chamber Censares Premier for 
First Time Since the War.

BUDAPEST, May 19.—Parliament to- 
day ratified the Hungarian-Italian 
treaty of friendship contracted by Pre- 
mier Bethlen during. his recent visit 


to Mussolini in Rome. The treaty was 
accepted by a large majority in Parlia- 
ment but not without loud disturb- 
ances, chiefly furnished by the Social- 
ists, who denounced the Italian dicta- 
tor as a ‘“‘murderer’’ and attacked the 
treaty as a betrayal of Hungarian na- 
tionalism. — 

Opposition to the treaty was led by 
the Socialist deputy, M. Varnai, 
whose chief arguments were to the 
effect that the compact made Hun- 
gary a colony of Italy and a base for 
Italian domination of the Balkans. 
The Deputy read several’ Hungarian 
newspaper articles printed in 1915, 
when Italy entered the war, which 
displayed a bitter feeling in Hungary 
against anything Italian. 

This move of M: Varnai’s aroused an 
uproar in the House, during which 
most of the members of the Govern- 
ment party shook their fists at him 
and demanded that he be ousted. 
Premier Bethien eventually gained the 
Aoor and said: 

“I protest that Italy and its first 
statesmen should be offended here.. M. 
Varnai has proyen that he has no 
Hungarian blood.’’ 

This renewed the din in the Chamber 
to such an extent that the Premier 
was forced to retire. On his return 
the President of the Chamber, for the 
first time in a post-war -Parl ent 
here, undertook to draw to the atten- 
tion of the chief of the Government 
that it was not usual to doubt the sin- 
cerity of members .of . Parliament. 

Later, in a speech, the Premier de- 

Clared that the alliance was economi- 
cal rather than political and that it 
did not draw Hungary into war, or 
even into arguments with its neigh- 
bors. 
In the final vote the Liberal Opposi- 
tion sided with the Government and 
the treaty was legalized by a vote of 
126 to 13.

Federal Officers Take Chicago 
Land Bank President Off 
the Train at Toledo. 





$25,000 BOND IS REQUIRED 


Irregularities Are Charged in Min- 
nesota and Other Land Com- 
pany Operations.

TOLEDO, Ohio, May 19.—Guy Hus- 
ton, President of the Chicago Joint 
Stock Land Bank and fiscal agent for 
similar banks in the Middle West, was 


taken off the Twentieth Century Lim- 
ited this evening to answer to an in- 
dictment returned in Federal Court 
here charging him with using the 
mails to defraud. 

Before United States Commissioner 
Gaines he entered a plea of not guilty 
and was released under $25,000 bond. 

Huston sent a letter to L. Dale Dor- 
ney, Findlay, Ohio, Sept. 5, 1925, it is 
charged, in which he mentioned the 
farmers’ fund of Illinos. Two other 
letters were sent through the mail to 
Park S. Bishop of Delta, Ohio, in No- 
vember, 1925, and the George N. York 
Company of Cleveland, in connection 
with companies in which Huston was 
interested, it is alleged. 

Federal officials said that only the 
three letters were taken among the 
many alleged to have been sent in 
Ohio and other States, as a basis for 
prosecution. The charges were sworn 
to by Postoffice Inspector E. R. 
Cochran. 

According to Cochran and Walter 
Johnson, who cooperated in the case, 
Huston is under indictment in two 
cases in Mankato, Minn., in connection 
with the Southern Minnesota Joint 
Stock Land Bank of Redwood Falls, 
of which he is fiscal agent. The 
charges are violation of the national 
banking laws and misuse of the mails 
in connection with sale of stock in the 
bank. 

Huston is fiscal agent of the Des 
Moines Joint Stock Land Bank, the 
Dallas Joint Stock Land Bank and the 
Kansas Joint Stock Land Bank of 
Kansas City. 


. Says Charges Involve $5,000,000. 


KANSAS CITY, May 19 (#.— The 
Kansas City Journal says that posta! 
inspectors who caused the arrest of 


Guy Huston allege that investors in 
Chicago and other cities have been 
defrauded of more than $5,000,000 
through Huston’s operations.

brary, next to which they will stand. 
Three large open courts will occupy 
the centre of the block. In one of 
them a small building providing tem- 
porary quarters for distinguished visi- 
tors to the school will be erected. 

The buildings will contain dormitory 
and dining accommodations for 238 
men, a library for 250,000 volumes, the 
usual classrooms and offices and an 
auditorium seating 600, which will be 
open to the public: It will have sep- 
arate entrances, so that it may be shut 
off from the school proper. 

‘The munificent gift of the Sterling 


trustees will make it possible for Yale 
to introduce in the Law School some- 
thing of the spirit and atmosphere of 
the English Inns-of-Court,” said Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins, Acting Dean of the 
school, today. ‘“‘Yale is the first pri- 
vately endowed university in America 
to take this step. The men will live 
together and frequently dine together. 
Thus will be developed, we hope, an 
intimate sense of professional solidar- 
ity and interest in legal problems. The 
recent important changes in the policy 
of the school in limiting the entering 
class to 100 and extending the honors 
course will enable the school to re- 
ceive the maximum of advantage from 
such an arrangement. The Inns-of- 
Court idea is best adapted for use in 
a small school of highly selected men. 
“The buildings are planned to fur- 
ther at every point the distinctive pro- 
gram which the school has adopted. 
There are a few large lecture rooms 


and a great many seminar rooms and 
offices. To help carry out the school’s 
intention to forward graduate study 
and research, the library is planned 
for 250,000 volumes as contrasted with 
the 80,000 we now possess. 

"The school now has no place where 
all the students may gather,’’ Mr. 
Hutchins continued. “The proposed 
auditorium will meet this need and 
will also permit the attendance of the 
public at lectures and other events of 
general interest. To provide for the 
development of procedural work, a 
practice court room and Judge’s cham- 
bers are to be placed on the first floor 
of the main building. 

“One of the most impressive’ bene- 
fits which the school will derive from 
the gift of the Sterling trustees is that 
all funds hereafter raised for the Law 
School can be devoted to developing 
the human and intellectual undertak- 





ings we have in mind, adding to the 


Faculty, enriching the library, pro- 
moting research and publication, sup- 
porting the loan and fellowship funds 
and improving the quality rather than 
the quantity of education. 

“In this direction the school has al- 
ready gone very far. In voting to re- 
duce student numbers next Fall and in 
introducing honor courses this year, 
the Faculty announced its determina- 
tion to restrict its efforts to giving the 
best students obtainable the most 
thorough training possible. This year 
we have had fifty-five men in honor 
courses, working individually or in 
small groups under the supervision of 
the instructor on important and prac- 
tical legal problems. The results of 
this work have been so gratifying that 
we shall extend this type of study into 
other fields next year. The new build- 


ings will give us exactly the kind of }: 


facilities which the work requires.” 








RUSSIANS DISTURB 
GENEVA SESSION 


They Ask Economists to Admit 
That Communist and Capitalist 
Systems Can Collaborate. 





MAY BOLT IF MOTION FAILS 





Say Moscow Is Willing to Pay In-'| 
terest and Part of Principal of 
Debts if it Receives Credits.

GENEVA, May 19.—A rift in the 
world’s economic harmony became evi- 
dent today as the conference ap- 
proached its end. With the Drafting 
Committee getting all the reports and 
resolutions of the various commissions 
and subc s in shape for pre- 
sentation to the full‘ plenary session, 
which should be called Monday, a sud- 
den discord sounted from the Russian 
portion of the international orchestra. 

The Moscow delegates on their own 
account have prepared a resolution for 
submission to the entire body calling 
for official recognition of two eco- 
nomic systems, the communistic and 
the capitalistic—their own and that of 


the remainder of the world. Did it 
end there the conference, inasmuch as 
it is not blind and also in order to 
secure unanimous adoption of its en- 
tire program, might be induced to ac- 
cept the proposal. But the resolution 
goes on to state that these two sys- 
tems can operate amicably, each in 
its own sphere and with each other. 
The conference, it is believed, can 
never take any such stand. 

The Russians therefore now suggest 
that if the resolution is not passed 
they will refuse to vote in favor of 
any of the findings of the conference. 
In other words, they almost as good 
as say that they are ready to pack 
their bags and take the train home. 

Considerable bitterness has been 
aroused through the raid on Arcos in 
London, a few delegates agreeing with 
the Russians that the British went 
too far. The majority, however, pair 
with the delegation headed by Sir 
Arthur Balfour, which from the mo- 
ment the Russians arrived, has been 
apparently willing to oppose them. 


Try te Persuade Russians to Stay. 


Efforts are being made to persuade 
the Soviet representatives to with- 
draw or modify the resolution and re- 


main in Geneva over the week-end 
until the conference ends. 

If they remain stubborn it is pos- 
sible that the conference will make 
some pronouncement against them. 
The disagreement has been: kept as 
secret as possible, not only for the 
sake of the harmony of the confer- 
ence, but also because the Swiss are 
fearful that popular feelings might be 
stirred to such an extent that an un- 
pleasant incident might happen. 

The Russians themselves reported 
the gituation, giving out in addi- 
tion an interpretation of Moscow’s at- 
titude toward the payment of pre-war 
debts. They say plainly that the 
French and other Governments are 
quite mistaken in assuming that they 
will get any part of such claims paid 
unless new credits are allowed. What 
is actually proposed is that if the re- 
guired loans are forthcoming 4 
will agree to pay not only the interest 
due on such sums but also gradually, 
as profits accumulate, a slice of the 
debts of the Czarist régime. 

The League attitude toward the sug- 
gestion that the Russians may bolt the 
conference is one of polite regret. 
Other nations have gotten their noses 
out of joint in. Geneva and sulked 
home, to regret this later when they 
were unable to find a clear way back. 
Every one here recognizes the needs 
of Russia and her new stability. Her 
re-entrance with the concert of na- 
tions at the Economic Conference may 
be the beginning of a new order in 
her world relations.

that Yugoslavia is not prepared to 
open any political or economic nego- 
tiations with Soviet Russia. 

The statemer* has considerable im- 
portance in view of the frequent press 
declarations that Yugoslavia is orient- 
ing toward Russia as against Italian 
influence in the Balkans and that ne- 
gotiations, in fact, are being arranged. 

Marinkovitch remarked: “The 
only thing Russia could export to Yu- 
goslavia is Bolshevik propaganda.’’ 

The Foreign Minister had little else 
of importance to say in his discussions 
with newspaper men. He declared the 
conference was a great success, and 
that its economic program will be of 
the greatest importance to Europe in 
general.

there had been insufficient time to ex- 
amine the documents found on the 
premises of Arcos, Ltd., and the Rus- 
sian Trade Delegation and to decide on 
the consequence of what they revealed. 

The Labor Opposition agreed to wait 
until Tuesday for the information and 
until next Thursday for the resulting 
debate, but refused to hinge it on a 
motion to reduce the Home Secretary's 
salary during the budget discussion or 
to commit themselves to a vote of 
censure, which were the two alterna- 
tives offered by the Prime Minister. 

This nervousness about moving for a 
vote of censure was attributed in Gov- 
ernment circles to Labor’s fear of the 
revelations to be made on Tuesday.

The Ministers in full favor of a rup- 
ture are said to hold the opinion that 
if the Cabinet decides upon this course 
it should be announced in the House of 
Commons at the same time that: the 
facts about the Arcos raid are given.

Ignatz Sel- 
pel, for the fourth time elected Chan- 
cellor of Austria, disclosed in his ad-

economic anschuss (union) with Ger- 
many. 

In an otherwise colorless speech he 
declared it almost inevitable that Aus- 
tria and Germany should come at least 
to an economic understanding and 
hinted that hig Government would 
soon be prepared to present to the 
League of Nations a plan for the union 
of the Germanic peoples. 

The mention of the anchluss proved 
to be the only section of the address 
which aroused the enthusiasm of the 
Deputies.

Chancellor Seipel presented his new

cellor. This change was effected to 
allow the inclusion of the Farmer 
Party in the new coalition of anti-So- 
cialists. 


GERMANY DESTROYS 
GUN EMPLACEMENTS 


Though Not Bound to Do So, She

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GIRL TEACHER'S SUIT 
FOR $50,000 BEGUN 


Helen Clark Accuses Head of 
Schools in Secaucus of 
Defaming Her. 


CALLED SMOKING TEACHER 


Vindicated In Previous Clash With 
Defendant—He Denies Her 
Charges Now. 


The action brought by Miss Helen 
Clark, at one time referred to as “the 
smoking school teacher,’’ against Mat- 
thew J. Pechtal, Supervising Principal 
of Schools, in Secaucus, N. J., asking 
$50,000 damages for defamation of 
character, went to trial yesterday in 
Jersey City before Judge Arthur G. 
Gallagher in the Court of Common 
Pleas. 


It appeared on the complaint that 
Miss Clark alleged that Mr. Pechtal 
had wrongfully asserted that she was 
tne unwed mother of a child born sev- 
eral years ago in Philadelphia. On 
the witness stand yesterday he 
iti that this was not the 
truth. 

Testimony disclosed that Mr. Pechtal 
received an anonymous letter contain- 
ing the charge against Miss Clark, pre- 
sumably from a woman in Philadel- 
phia with whom the child in question 
was living and who had not been paid 
for its board. He and Austin F. Up- 
dyke, Superintendent of Schools in 
Hudson County, went to Philadelphia 
and there learned, it was testified, that 
the mother of the child was a blond, 
whereas Miss Smith is a brunette.

Wife of C. C. Heffpauir, New 
York Lawyer, Says Mrs. Olivette 
Cartier Eloped With Him. 


A suit for $100,000 for alleged aliena- 
tion of the affection of her husband 
was filed in the Supreme Court yester- 
day against Mrs. Olivette Corinne Car- 
tier, divorced wife of Louis P. Cartier, 
of Mobile, Ala., by Mrs. Rose Hoff- 
pauir, 1,164 Cromwell Avenue, the 
Bronx, wife of Curley C. Hoffpauir, a 
lawyer, formerly of 475 Fifth Avenue, 


with whom Mrs. Cartier is alleged to 
have eloped to Los Angeles. 

In order to get possession of property 
of Mrs. Cartier to apply on any judg- 
ment that may be obtained, Mrs. Hoff- 
pauir obtained an attachment from Su- 
preme Court Justice Gavegan yester- 
day to be levied against the $30,000 
residence of Mrs. Cartier at Long 
Beach. 

Mrs. Hoffpauir, who was married to 
the lawyer in 1920, and’ has a three- 
year-old daughter, sued her husband 
for abandonment and non-support, and 
got an award of $60 a week alimony 
last March pending the suit. She said 
that Hoffpauir was attorney for Mrs. 
Cartier in a divorce action and left 
for Mobile on Dec. 28 to represent his 
client during the termination of her di- 
vorce proceedings there. She asserted 
that when her husband returned to 
New York in January he brought Mrs. 
Cartier with him and lived with her as 
his wife at prominent notels here. 

A settlement for $50,000 cash and a 
$50 weekly allowance was then ar- 
ranged with her husband, Mrs. Hoff- 
pauir said, but her husband repudiated 
it when she refused to go to Mobile 
and divorce him so he could wed Mrs. 
Cartier. Because of Hoffpauir’s fail- 
ure to pay alimony a receiver for his 
property was appointed last month.

FOR BRIDGE PROJECT 


Board of Estimate Delays the 
Initial Appropriation for 
Tri-Borough Span. 


‘WET BLANKET’ ON PLANS 


Creation of a Bond Issuing Author- 
_ ity to Be Sought—Redemption 
to Be by Tolls. 


After a perfunctory public hearing 
on the projected Tri-Borough Bridge, 
to link Manhattan with the Bronx and 
Queens, the Board of Estimate took 
no action yesterday to advance that 
enterprise toward realization. Repre- 
sentatives of several civic associations 
spoke in favor of the structure and 
nobody appeared in opposition. 

There was upon the calendar an item 
for an appropriation of $200,000 for 
private capital, with recapture clauses, 
which Commissioner Goldman of the 
Department of Plant and Structures 
has designed as a Y-shaped structure 
with spurs running from about 125th 
Street, Manhattan, and from Cypress 
Avenue, the Bronx, uniting on Ran- 
dall’s Island, and thence extending 
across Randall’s and Ward's Islands 
to a suspension bridge connecting 
Ward’s Island with the Queens main- 
land at Astoria. Action on the pro- 
posed initial appropriation of $200,000 
was postponed by the Board of Esti- 


mate for one week. 

Opinions filed recently by Controller 
Berry and Corporation Counsel George 
P. Nicholson have served to ‘“wet- 
blanket”’ the project, though it has 
found favor theoretically in many 
quarters. The Controller has insisted 
that the city has no funds to invest in 





so costly an enterprise. The 
tion Counsel has contended 
Municipal Assembly is without au- 
thority to create a local Bridge and 
Tunnel Authority patterned after the 
Port Authority, whereby the Mayor 
had hoped to be able to finance by 
private capital, through bond issues, 
the Tri-Borough Bridge and similar 
bridge and tunnel projects. 

It was announced a week ago that 
President McKee of the Board of Al- 
dermen, on behalf of the City Adminis- 
tration, had already prepated a bill to 
provide for such a bridge and tunnel 
authority with power to issue and sell 
bonds which would ultimately be re- 
deemed by tolls charged for bridge or 
tunnel vehicular service. Such relief, 
however, would have to wait until 
next year as the bill could not be 
passed until the next session of the 
Legislature, Corporation Counsel Nich- 
olson having declared that in the ab- 
sence of an enabling act the Municipal 
Assembly lacked power to create “‘an 
authority” of that kind. 

The city will now have to apply to 
the State Legislature for authority to 
create such a body, or else will have 
to finance the undertaking out of mu- 
nicipal funds. 

‘You must consider,’”’ said Mayor 
Walker yesterday to members of the 
board, “whether or not certain public 
improvements shall be left undone or 
whether they shall be prosecuted by 
preliminary soundings for the bridge, 
under conditions which will bring some 
returns to the city. This thought is 
not confined alone to the Tri-Borough 
Bridge enterprise but to certain other 
public improvements which the city 
is unable to finance.’’

After this purchase by the Kansas 
City Southern of Cotton Belt stock 
certain directors resigned from the 
Cotton Belt board and L. F. Loree, Paul 


Rosenthal and BH. Roland Harriman 
were elected in their places. Mr. Loree 
is Chairman of the Boards of Directors 
of the Kansas City Southern and Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas. Mr. Harriman is 
a director of the Delaware & Hudson 
Company, of which Mr. Loree is Presi- 
dent. Paul Rosenthal is of the firm 


Southern since 1900. 

“The effective control by the Kansas 
City Southern is shown in the stock 
holding of the Cotton Belt directors,’’ 
says the ruling, “no one of whom 
seems to own any stock on his own 
account except the protestant, Walter 
E. Meyer, who, it appears, owns 6,700 
shares of the common stock. 

“Between Jan. 27 angi Feb. 26, 1926, 
and after the Kansas City Southern 
had thus uired practical control of 
the Cotton It, e latter company 
purchased 100,000 shares of the com- 
mon stock of the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas. Witnesses for the applicants 
stated that this purchase was in pur- 
suance of a plan for the control of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas by the 
City Southern and Cotton Belt jointly, 
with the object of distributing the fi- 
nancial burden, but that as their coun- 
sel advised that there might be some 
question as to the legality of such con- 
trol, it was decided that these 100,000 
shares should be transferred to the 
Kansas City Southern. At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas on April 9, 1926, 
the number of shares voted was 893,047, 
or 82.15 per cent. of the total. 

“Of these the Kansas City Southern 
voted as owner or through proxies 557,- 
13% shares, including apparently the 
100,000 shares owned by the Cotton 
Belt, or 51.25 per cent. of the outstand- 
shares voted, and, as Mr. Loree testi- 
fied, ‘the Kansas City Southern took 
control of the property, electing repre- 
sentatives from the group that had 
heretofore spoken for it under agree- 
ment.’

' Loree Defended Purchase. 


Attorneys for Mr. Loree contended 
before the commission that their 
course in prior purchases of stock had 
been proper, and must have been con- 
templated by the framers of the law, 
because ordinarily it would be im- 
possible to purchase a majority of the 
steck of a carrier at any reasonable 
price after public notice that the stock 
was to be bought.

“There are too many possibilities of 
the misuse of power lodged in the 
hands of a small group of stockholders 
whose financial interest in the enter- 
prise may be very small in comparison 
with the enormous assets under their 
control. However worthy of trust the 
persons now seeking to acquire this 
control may be, their successors may 
not be so worthy. The possibilities of 
exploitation of a carrier and the use 
of its resources for the personal ben- 
efit of those controlling it is obviously 
increased as the disparity between the 
investment representing control and 
the aggregate assets controlled in- 
creases. 


Minority Interests Imperiled. 


“The danger to minority stockhold- 
ers from the effective control of one 
carrier by a competing carrier through 
ownership of voting stock of the con- 
trolled company is a very real dan- 
ger, especially if the holdings of min- 
ority stockholders are large, as in this 
case. The Kansas City Southern hav- 
ing control of the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas can divert traffic from that 
road to its own as hereinbefore indi- 
cated. If it owns only a little over 
half of the outgtanding voting stock 
of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas it will 
be greatly to its advantage to draw 
business away from the latter at all 
junction points and in other territories 
where the roads compete. 

“In like manner the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas, if it obtains control of the 
Cotton Belt, can divert traffic from 
that road to its own, and if it owns 
less than the entire capital stock of 
the Cotton Belt it will be to its ad- 
vantage, and to the advantage of the 
Kansas City Southern, as the owner: 
of the majority of its stock, to divert 
business from the Cotton Belt. These 
diversions of traffic may be tl 
to the detriment of the minority hold- 
ers of stock of the Missouri- sas- 
Texas and of the Cotton Belt who do 
not have large holdings of the stock 
of the respective controlling corpora- 
tions. It is also within the power 
of a controlling company to injure a 
controlled carrier by permitting de- 
terioration of its property or service. 
By these methods the price of the 
stock of the controlled carrier can be 
depressed and its acquisition by the 
contro carrier or its stockholders 
facilitated.

Wants to Know About Plans First. 


“We are not impressed by these rea- 
sons for the failure to prepare and an- 
nounce a plan for the protection of 
minority stock interests. Before we can 
approve an acquisition of control un- 


der Paragraph (2) of Section D, we 
must find that the terms and condi- 
tions on which it is to be effected are 
‘just and reasonable in the premises.’ 
They are not just and reasonable un- 
less they include proper provisions for 
the protection of minority interests, 
and we cannot say that the provisions 
to be made for such protection are 
proper until we know what ener are, 
nor prescribe proper provisions in the 
absence of adequate evidence which 
will enable us to determine what they 
ought to be.” 

The commission pointed out that in 
ita tentative plan of consolidation only 
two primarily southwestern systems 
were contemplated, viz.: No. 18, the 
Frisco - Missouri -Kansas-Texas-Cotton 
Belt, and Number 19, the Chicago-Mis- 
souri Pacific; although No. 16, the 
Santa Fé, and No. 17, the Southern 
Pacific-Rock Island, included much 
mileage in that territory. 

“Professor Ripley, while acknowl- 
edging that suggestions for the crea- 
tion of three, rather than two, com- 
petitive systems in the Southwestern- 
Gulf territory have been pressed by 
competent authority, concludes that 
two are sufficient,”’ said the commis- 
sion majority. ‘‘His objection to three 
systems is ‘not only that it brings 
about forced and abnormal relation- 
ships, but that it necessarily sets off 
the through stems from the weaker 
branches and feeders’ and ‘léaves the 
systems too small, comparatively, as 
consistent units in the great national 
system.’ 

‘‘The union of the three carriers here- 
in preposed, however, seems to be a 
not unnatural association. The system 
so to be formed is well provided with 
through stems as well as with weaker 
branches and feeders and it appears to 
be large enough to hold its own in 
competition with the others. If the 
Rock Island were united with the 
Frisco, the combination planned here- 
in, if formed, would be the smallest of 
the large systems operating in this 
region, but, as above noted, practically 
all its mileage would lie in the region. 
It could also be enlarged by taking in 
some of the independent short lines, 
if thought advisable. We, therefore, 
do not think that the formation of this 
distinctively Southwestern Gulf system 
is objectionable per se.” 


Would Have Operated Separately. 


Had the merger been approved it 
would have embraced three’ inde- 
pendent systems, all of which except 


200 miles is in territory classed as 
Southwest. Under the plan the three 
roads would have been operated sepa- 
rately, at least for the time being. 
There were two applications before the 
commission, one for acquisition of con- 
trol of the ‘“‘Katy’”’ by the Kansas City 
Southern, by stock ownership, and the 
other for acquisition of the Cotton 
Belt by the “Katy” through stock 
ownership. 

It was the financing plan that came 
in for the most severe assailment dur- 
ing presentation of the case to the 
commission. Colonel R. C. Duff of 
Houstoy, President of the Waco, Beau- 

ont, Trinity & Sabine Railway, bit- 

rly attacked Mr. Loree and asso- 
ciates during argument of the case, 
asserting that they had been guilty 
of “a criminal conspiracy’’ in the 
method of stock acquisition prior to 
approval by the commission. Colonel 
Duff asserted that the anti-trust laws 
had been violated when ‘‘the Kansas 
City Southern acquired 42 per cent. of 
the ‘Katy’ stock and 43 per cent. of 
the Cotten Belt stock,” and that the 
applications asked the commission ‘‘to 
connive at violations of law.”’

his home last night that the decision 
was ‘‘naturally a disappointment,”’ and 
that nothing could be said about it 
until the reasons for the denial were 
known. 

“I have just learned that the com- 
mission ruled unfavorably on the ap- 
plication,”’ said Mr. Loree, “‘and I do 
not care to make any statement until 
I know the reasons upon which the 
commission based its refusal. Our 
lawyers are in Washington going over 
the decision now, and I expect they 
will report their findings to me in the 
morning.”’ 

Samuel W. Moore, General Counsel 
of the Kansas City Southern, when in- 
formed of the decision last night, said: 

“It is our hope that the difficulties 
which brought about the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s refusal of the 
application can be overcome, and until 
we learn the commission’s reasons for 
the denial there can be no intelligent 
opinion or statement given on the 
case.”’ 

The Southwestern merger plan was 
originally presented to the commission 
on July 24, 1926, and approval was 
asked of the acquisition by purchase 
or exchange of stock of control of the 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas by the Kansas 
City Southern. Concurrently the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas filed an applica- 
tion asking permission to acquire stock 
control of the St. Louis Southwestern. 

The application stated that by reason 
of its ownership of Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas and its former ownership of St. 
Louis Southwestern stock the Kansas 
City Southern had voted such stock at 
stockholders’ meetings and caused the 
elections of certain directors, but ‘‘did 
not understand that this constituted 
the exercise of control over said car- 
riers or either of them, under the 
provisions of the Transportation act of 
1920.” It was emphasized by the ap- 
plicants that the plan was not for con- 
solidation of the properties but for 
control only.

Warning on Execution Comes 
as He Devotes Day to 
Investigating Case. 


WON’T SEE REV. DR. HOLMES 


The American Federation of Labor 
Council Sends Appeal Based on 
“Doubt” of Falr Trial. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, May 19.—While Governor 
Fuller was giving his entire time to- 
day to conferences on the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case, his office was deluged with 
the largest number of comunications 
concerning the case yet received in one 
day. Incluided was a new threat carry- 
ing no signature, mailed from Holyoke, 
Mass., defying him to execute the two 
men and saying, Waten how we 
meet it.’’ 


Lieutenant Governor Frank G. Allen 
was present at all of the conferences 
today on Governor Fuller’s invitation. 

It became .known that Governor Ful- 
ler has refused to permit the Rev. Dr. 
John es Holmes, pastor of the 
Comm Church of New York City, 
to come to Boston to confer with him 
relative to the case, although he has 


known Dr. Holmes for some years. The 


Governor's action in rejecting the re- 
quest of Dr. Holmes for an interview 
‘was made known in a letter from Dr. 
Holmes. 

Addressing the Governor as “Dear 
Allie, Dr. Holmes gave his views at 
great length. 

“What I want to do is to emphasize 
as strongly as I know how my con- 
viction that the fact that Sacco and 
Vanzetti are radicals is one of the 
strongest reasons for believing that 
they did not and could not have com- 
mitted the murder and robbery at 
South Braintree,”’ he wrote. 

“You cannot get at the heart of this 
problem, my dear Allie, unless you un- 
derstand the radical mind and how it 
works. If you do that you will see 
that what happened at South Braintree 
is an episode impossible in the lives of 
men like Sacco and Vanzetti.”’ 


American Federation of Labor’s Plea. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 19. — Without 
expressing an opinion as to the guilt 


or innocence of Sacco and Vanzetti, 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor sent an appeal 
today for a thorough investigation of 
the trial and conviction to Governor 
Fuller. The appeal says, in part: 

“The Detroit Convention of the 
American Federation of Labor adopted 
a declaration favoring a new trial for 
Sacco and Vanzetti, who had been 
found guilty by a jury of murder in 
the first degree. The convention be- 
lieved that the ends of justice in this 
case would be best served by such a 
course. 

“Since this action was taken by the 
last convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts denied the application 
for a new trial. 

“There is a feeling in the public mind 
that Sacco and Vanzetti were not ac- 
corded a fair trial.

LITTLE AUGIE TRIAL OPENS. 


Suprise Witness Says He Saw Ac- 
cused Wound Strike Picket. 


Jacob Organ, 24 years old, east side 
gangster known to the police as ‘“‘Little 
Augie,” was placed on trial yesterday 
before a jury in Judge Mancuso’s part 


of General Sessions, on a charge of 
having shot Samuel Landman last July 
7, when Landman was acting as a 
picket in the strike of garment work- 
ers. The shooting occurred in front of 
the Klott & Gold plant at 22 West 
Twenty-sixth Street. 

Testimony revealed that about two 
months before the shooting, when vio- 
lence began to crop up in the strike, 
“Little Augie’ had been taken into 
partnership in the firm. Landman, 
called to the witness stand by Assis- 
tant District Attorney Panger, testified 
that he had been shot from behind in 
the small of the back, the bullet pass- 
ing through to the lower abdomen. He 
said he did not see his assailant, and 
therefore was unable to identify the 
accused as the man who shot him. 

David Witrack, another striking 
picket, of 7,048 Sixty-seventh Street, 
Brooklyn, identified the defendant as 
the gunman. He said he saw Organ 
fire the shot from a black-handled pis- 
tol and then eescape through the yard 
of Trinity Chapel. Witrack was a sur- 
prise witness. 

The defendant’s counsel set up an 
alibi by calling six witnesses to es- 
tablish the fact that the defendant 
was at his home at the time of the 
shooting. 

The trial will be continued this 
morning.

Highest Ever Demanded in Los 
Angeles Believed to Be in 
Oil Case. 


OFFICIALS ARE RETICENT 


Grand Jury Had Been Hearing 
Testimony in a Petroleum 
Company Inquiry. 


LOS ANGELES, May 19 (*).—A se- 
cret indictment on which bail was set 
at $250,000, believed to be the highest 
ever fixed on an indictment in Los 
Angeles County, was returned late to- 
day by the County Grand Jury, which 
has been investigating the overissu- 
ance of stock of the Julian Petroleum 
Corporation. 

Although officials would not say 
that the secret indictment related to 
the Julian case, it was pointed out that 
this was the only one which was be- 
fore the jurors today and that the only 
witnesses heard testified concerning it. 

The record bail was recommended 
by Harold Davis, Chief Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

The witnesses appearing before the 
Grand Jury in its investigation of the 
muddled affairs of the Julian Petro- 
leum Corporation and its over issue of 
more than 3,650,000 shares of a par 
value of $150,000,000, were S. C. Lewis, 
until recently President of the cor- 
poration; S. C. Conroy, its Secretary, 
and William C. Kottemann, auditor. 

Conroy was said to have testified 
that his name had been forged to a 
dozen certificates of the corporation. 

The California Eastern Oil Company, 
which took over the properties of the 
Julian Petroleum Corporation on an 
exchange of stock basis just before 
trading in Julian stock was suspended

LOS ANGELES, May 19 (4).—Adolfo 
de la Huerta, former Provisional Presi- 
dent of Mexico, late today voluntarily 
appeared at the office of United States 


Sittel, where a warrant 
ng him wtih conspiracy to vio- 
re neutrality laws was served on 


The former President, together with 
Alfonso Gomez Morentin, one of his al- 
leged co-conspirators who also volun- 
tarily surrendered, were permitted to 
remain free without bond until 4 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon, when they 
were instructed to appear before 
the Unitde States Commissioner here 
to have bail set. 

The former President strongly denied 
the charges filed against him at Tucson 
that he conspired with four other de- 
fendants, including Morentin, to ship 
arms and ammunition to that Arizona 
city for the purpose of transporting 
them into Mexico in furtherance of an 
alleged revolutionary plot against the 
Calles Government. He admitted, how- 
ever, that the revolutionary forces of 
Mexico are fighting under his banner. 

Marshal Sittel declared tonight that 
he had in his possession several addi- 
tional warrants and a number of sub- 
poenas that he was attempting to 
serve in connection with the case. He 
did not disclose the names under which 
they were issued. 


TUCSON, Ariz., May 19 (#).—Reports 
of troubled conditions in northern 
Sonora, Mexico, and attempts at smug- 
gling arms and ammunition over the 
border caused a tightening of patrols 
on this side of the line tonight. 

Two are known to have been killed

A continuous barrage was laid down 
by the ships.

“First, as a reliable offensive weapon 
ready and able to strike swift and 
stunning blows. 

‘Second, its ability to act as an 
army air service in conjunction with 
ground troops along offensive and de- 
fensive lines. 

‘‘'Third, as a mobile reserve ready to 
bring prompt and powerful reinforce- 
ments to any threatened point. 

“Fourth, as a valuable agent for 
gaining advance enemy information 
over an extensive area before and dur- 
ing battle.’’

Not ‘a’single man was injured, either 
in the concentration of more than one 
hundred planes from all parts.of the 
country or in the manoeuvres. 

The airplanes will participate in two 
more spectacular events here before 
they depart for their home stations. 
Tomorrow the combat planes and a 
hundred more planes used in the train- 
ing of aviators at Kelly Field will be 
reviewed by Secretary of War Davis 
at Kelly Field. On Saturday they will 
cooperate with ground troops in a 
simulation of modern warfare which 
will be so presented that the public 
can see it. This exhibition will in- 
clude demonstrations of smoke screen 
laying. 

General Amos A. Fries, Chief of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, pointed out 
today that in this demonstration it 
was intended to employ smoke to 
screen attack planes from the fire of 
the ground troops, and added that this 
was only one of the three uses of 
smoke in battle. 

“Smoke can be used not only to 
screen aerial attacks from ground 
troops, but also to screen ground 
troops from aerial attacks,’’ he said. 
“Smoke can be used to confuse and 
restrict the conduct of ground attacks 
and also to handicap a ground de- 
fensive and. to facilitate the attacks. 
It is not impossible even that smoke 
will be employed in certain phases of 
aerial combat. There is scarcely a 
limit to the usefulness of smoke, ex- 
cept our skill in development of means 
of projecting it and the skill of those 
who employ it. 

“In short, I believe that smoke will 
prove to have an important part in 
maintaining the balance of conflict 
and that through discovery of its full 
development there will come an an- 
swer to many of the confusing ques- 
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be blown up as indicated by situation 
map,”’ telephoned a Major of Blue in- 
fantry. Ordinary knowledge of the 
technique of warfare, said Blue offi- 
cers, would keep the “enemy” off the 
roads mined, and there would be little 
loss of life, but the ruined roads would 
make difficult the bringing up of am- 
munition or other supplies. 

At 4 A. M., the landing force had 
all debarked, and, said a report from 
one of the Blue observers, the battle- 
ships “are shelling Tiverton, Four 
Corners and Little Compton, the high 
ground east of Great Island and the 
high ground a mile east of the east 
branch of the Westport River.’’

A short time later other 
messages picked out of the air as they 
sped from Black ship to Black ship 
disclosed that their destination was 
Vineyard Sound and that they planned 
to steam there until tomorrow, when 
they are to enter Newport harbor. 

General Brown stated, when asked

“If anything should be done, it would 
be advisable to make an intensive 
study of armament and personnel. The 
roads and the highwcys in the zone 
of operations were found to be highly 
satisfactory. The outstanding achieve- 
ment of this exercise, I think, has been 
the demonstration it has afforded of 
the rapidity and the accuracy of the 
private soldier in observing enemy 
movements and in getting his observa- 
tions back to our headquarters. 
“I do not know of a single mistake 
made in this exercise by the private 
soldier. Nor were any blunders com- 
mitted by the officers. 
“There might be, since you ask me 
what is needed, a readjustment of 
armament. While the guns in the 
forts in this zone are adequate, they 
could be improved upon. The guns 
in the forts, I think, should be equal 
in range to the guns of the ships. 
‘Radio was exceptionally effective in 
the exercise, The amateur radio en- 
thusiasts who aided the army in inter- 
cepting messages from the enemy were 
especially helpful. I am of the opinion 
that radio will be used more and more 
in future in warfare. The work of our 
cryptograph experts was another big 
factor. They were never stumped in 
translating an enemy message which 
we obtained out of the air while it was 
en route to the Black addressee. 
“The element of surprise in the enemy 
attack was wholly tacking because of 
the work of the radio interception and 
the decoding of the messages by the 
experts.”’ 


Umpires Give Part Decision. 


In advance of the official meeting to 


be held on Saturday, a decision of the 
chief umpires had been transmitted 
from the Texas. It read:

SUIT REVEALS LOSS 


OF OPERA TICKETS 


Hundreds Resold, Dancer Says 
—Believed Taken After De- 
livery by Printer. 


BOX OFFICE EMPLOYE SUED 


Former Ballet Member Alleges She 
Had Been Accused of Knowl- 
edge of Disappearance. 


The disappearance of hundreds of 
admission tickets to the Metropolitan 
Opera House in the last season, and 
their alleged resale by outside agen- 
cies, was disclosed yesterday in a suit 
by Jessie York, formerly a ballet

| WOMAN ADDICT, 


ONCE RICH, JAILED 


Mrs. Landgren Sent to Work- 
house for Five Months—Cot 
Drugs by Fraud. 


WAS FIRST WED WHEN 15 


Wealthy Colorado Man Died and 
She Has Married Twice Since— 
Aged Doctor Aided Her. 


Mrs. Mae Landgren, first the widow 
of a wealthy Colorado man, and later 
the wife of two other wealthy men, 
was sentenced to five months in the 
workhouse yesterday by Justices Her- 
bert, Direnzo and Caldwell in Special 
Sessions for obtaining drugs by fraud. 
She is only 34 years old. 

She is connected with the Van Alen 
family of Louisville, Ky., and her uncle 
is James G. Van Alen, a prominent 
London financier. She was orphaned 
at an early age and while being edu- 


cated in a convent eloped with Harry 
Ottmann, a Colorado millionaire, when 
she was 15 years old. He later died. 

In 1911 she was married to George 
P. Fuller, a San Francisco millionaire 
paint manufacturer. When she was 
divorced from him in 1916 she is re- 
ported to have received a cash settle- 
ment of $800,000 and alimony of $12,500 
a year. In 1922 she married Eric (. 
Landgren of this city, President of the 
Vulcan Match Company of America. 
Soon after her marriage it developed 
that she had been using drugs and 
while in San Francisco she took a 
*‘cure.”’ 

Last August, while a guest at the 
fashionable Villa Pierre at Piermont, 
she was lodged in the Rockland County 
Jail on a charge of grand larceny. 
Pierre A. Martin, proprietor of the 
villa, charged that Mrs. Landgren 
gave him a worthless check for $889 in 
part payment of a $1,400 bill for a 
four-week stay. Louis Cohen, an or- 
chestra leader, said a check for $225 
in payment for his orchestra playing 
at one of Mrs. Landgren’s parties was 
also worthless. The charges were 
withdrawn when a friend of Mrs. 
a s effected a settlement out of 
court 

When she was arraigned yesterday 
Dr. Thomas H. Steers, 76-year-old phy- 
sician, who has been in practice for 
forty-eight years, pleaded guilty to a 
charge ving written drug pre- 
scriptions for her under various names. 

Dr. Steers, trembling from age, ad- 
mitted having written three morphine 
prescriptions for the woman. 

“Your honors, Mrs. Fuller came to 
me for treatment,’’ he said, ‘“‘but I 
discovered she was addicted to drugs, 
and she used as much as fifteen grains 
a day. I told her the only way was to 
gradually reduce the amount. She told 
me not to give her name on the pre- 
scriptions, that she was married and 
this would avoid trouble for her. She 
suggested the names, I never was 
compensated for my services.”

WYOMING DAM FLOOD OVER. 


Is Virtually Spent as It Reaches 
Idaho Falis After Razing Village. 
IDAHO FALLS, Idaho, May 19 (#).— 

Balked by jams of débris, the wall of 

flood water released by the breaking 


of the Gros Ventre River “‘slide’’ dam, 
spread out over the Snake River delta 
lands today and spent its force after 
virtually wiping the little hamlet of 
Kelly, Wyo., from the map yesterday 
and causing seven deaths.

The “slide’ dam formed June 23 
and 27, 1925, when a series of earth- 
quakes caused a part of Sheep Moun- 
tain to slide acfoss the Gros Ventre 
Valley, broke yesterday morning under 
the pressure of Spring freshets caused 
by melting snow in the Teton Moun- 
tains. Damage to bridges, live stock 
and other property will amount to tens 
of thousands of dollars. 


ASSAIL COOLIDGE ON RELIEF. 


Copeland and Celler Urge Special 
Session of Congress. 


Senator Copeland and Representative 
Celler urged last night that President 
Coolidge call a special session of Con- 
gress to provide for Mississippi flood 
relief. They spoke at a meeting of 
the Women's National Democratic Club 
at the Hotel Ansonia. 


‘The Mississippi fléod is a matter of 
vital interest to every one except the 
President of the United States,’’ Sena- 
tor Copeland said. ‘‘He does not want 
to call Congress together for fear it 
might do something about the elections 
of Vare and Smith to the Senate. But 
if this flood had been in New England 
or in Ohio and Pennsylvania Congress 
would be in session now. The catch is 
that where the flood happened to be is 
a territory where the inhabitants are 
mostly Democrats.’’

AS 50,000 FACE FLOOD

in waters that cover what twenty-four 
hours ago were fields of cane, cot- 
ton and budding fruit trees. 


50,000 Still in Flood’s Path. 


That there remain at least 50,000 peo- 
ple in the path of the flood is con- 
sidered a reasonable estimate tonight. 
Former Governor Parker continues to 
plead with them to start for the hills, 
and Secretary Hoover, who is in New 
Orleans tonight, is on his way to the 
western zone to see if he cannot in- 
duce them to hurry. 

In four Red Cross camps in the west- 
ern flood area the refugee population 
grew in less than twenty-four hours to 
more than 6,000 persons, and these 
were, with the exception of Camp 
Beauregard at Alexandria, small 
emergency stations. More than sixty 
others are also recetving the flood vic- 


tims and by Saturday night there will 
be not less than sixty-five. 

On what remains of the levee at Mel- 
ville are 200 men, women and children. 
They refused to go to concentration 
camps and the Red Cross had no other 
course than to let them stay. They 
are living in tents and are being. fed 
by the Red Cross. All. they can see 
of what was their homes three days 
ago are the roofs of a few two-story 
houses that have withstood the pound- 
ing of the flood, the tops of big trees 
and the spires of two or three country 
churches. 

The spread of the flood is beginning 
to seriously affect rail communication 
between New Orleans and the West. 
As a result of the inundation west 
of Melville and the collapse of the 
bridge at that place, the Texas & Pa- 
cific is operating its Fort Worth trains 
only as far east as Bunkie, in West- 
ern Avoyelles, while its service out 
of New Orleans goes only to Red 
Cross, the town on the Atchafalaya 
opposite Melville. A part of the Baton 
Rouge branch of the Southern Pacific 
is tonight reported under water, while 
the Gulf Coast Line tracks east of 
Port Barre are submerged to a depth 
of five feet and the water is still ris- 





ing. In some places in the flood zone 
the water is more than sixty feet deep, 
according to official reports to 
Tue toves "eee tonight reported 
e levee are 

holding everywhere in all three chains 
of the main Mississippi, the Atcha- 
falaya and the Red. 

Completion of the elevating 
tions along the New Orleans levees 
was announced today by John Klorer, 
in charge of the work. The Poydras 
gap, socth of the city, is now nearly 
3,000 feet wide, he said, and discharg- 
ing full capacity. 

The program for the rehabilitation of 
the flood victims in Louisiana took 
definite shape today when Governor 
Simpson named a committee of prom- 
inent citizens to map out a plan of 
reconstruction. Colonel W. H. Sulli- 
van, lumberman, was named Chairman 
of the board, which will meet in Baton 
Rouge Monday for a conference with 
Secretary Hoover. It is the intention 
of the committee to see that every 
flood victim is returned to his farm or 
place of business and helped to make 
a new start in life.

NEWCASTLE, County Down, Ire- 
land, May 19.—The third major 
‘English golf championship has 
gone abroad.

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YACHT RULE UPHELD 
BY NEW YORK Y. ¢. 


Committee Voices Objection to 
Any Changes in Basic Measure- 
ment or Racing Principles. 


TREND IS CONSERVATIVE 


Yachts With Alleged ‘“Freakish” 
Designs Are Barred From 
Competing With Club. 


By SEABURY LAWRENCE. 


At the monthly meeting of the New 
York Yacht Club, held yesterday at 
the city clubhouse, 37 West Forty- 
fourth Street, the Committee on Re- 
vision of Measurement and Racing 
Rules presented its report to Commo- 
dore George Nichols and the members. 
The report, which is signed by W. B. 
Duncan, Chairman, finds that the pres- 
ent measurement rule which governs 
the construction of American racing 
yachts is a satisfactory one and has 
been of distinct benefit to the sport of 
yachting. 

It is the feeling of the committee 
headed by Captain Duncan that any 
modification of the basic principle of 
the present rule would be detrimental 
to the sport, and it advises that the 


rule be retained. With the idea of 
checking the introduction of possibly 
undesirable or freakish features the 
committee suggests additional limits 
and penalties be included in the rules. 


Rotating Masts Barred. 


Among these is an addition which 
prohibits the use of rotating masts, 
double-luffed sails and “similar con- 
trivances,’’ Some of these super-mod- 


ern features have been embodied in 
the new Live Yankee, a Class R yacht 
built for Charles A. Welch 2d of the 
Eastern Yacht Club of Marblehead and 
designed by Francis Herreshoff. Such 
a ruling prohibits Live Yankee and 
other yachts of the ultra-freakish de- 
sign from racing with the New York 
Yacht Club fleet. 

The findings of the committee strike 
a conservative note and are thoroughly 
in accord with the ideas of Commodore 
Nichols and other racing members of 
the club. The report is in effect an 
answer to criticism of the American 
or universal rule which arose recently 
in the North American Yacht Racing 
Union, after which the N. A. Y. R. U. 
decided to recommend making eligible 
to American racing six, eight and ten 
meter yachts, all of which classes are 
built under the European or interna- 
tional rule. 

The report made by Captain Duncan 
and his committee foilows: 


The committee finds that the pres- 
ent measurement rule is based upon 
sound principles of measurement, 
and that its adoption and use have 
been of distinct benefit to yachting. 
While allowing the utmost freedom 
of design, the rule has gradually 
developed a wholesome and generally 
satisfactory type of yacht. The com- 
mittee feels, therefore, that any 
modification of the basic principle 
of the rule would be detrimental to 
American yachting, and the commit- 
tee advises that the rule be retained. 


Added Penalties Desirable. 


The committee finds, however, that 
certain additional limits and penal- 
ties are desirable and will tend to 
check the introduction of possibly 


undesirable features. In addition to 
these minor alterations the commit- 
tee most strongly recommends the 
adoption of strict scantling tables 
and of a general rule to prohibit the 

e of undesirable devices in con- 
struction, in rig and in sails. These 
amendments, which have been ap- 
proved in principle by the committee, 
cover the following points: 

(a) A minimum limit on freeboard, 
with penalties on such yachts as fail 
to meet this minimum requirement. 

(b) A maximum limit on water- 
line, with penalties on such yachts 
as exceed this maximum. This maxi- 
mum to be based upon either sail 
area, rating or beam. 

(c) Scantling tables covering the 
construction of steel, composite and 
wooden yachts. 

(d) An addition to the present sec- 
tion of the rule which prohibits the 
use of permanently curved masts, 
to prohibit ‘‘permanently curved 
masts, rotating masts, double-luffed 
sails and similar contrivances.”’ 

(e) A revision of the restrictions 
covering the positions of the masts 
and the distribution of sail area in 
yachts of various rigs. 


The exact wording of the various 
amendments to accomplish this will be 
prepared by the committee and sub-

21-YEAR RECORD BROKEN 


Postponement Is First in Career of 
Promoter Rickard—Wagering 
Stays Even.

Jack Sharkey and Jim Maloney, 
Boston ring rivals, will fight for their 
positions in the ranks of heavyweight 
title seekers tonight at the Yankee 
Stadium if the. weather allows. The 
rain of yesterday washed out the bout 
scheduled for last night and shattered 
for Promoter Tex Rickard one of the 


greatest runs of luck with weather 
conditions. 

Rickard announced yesterday morn- 
ing that he had postponed the fight 
because of rain. If it rains tonight, 
Rickard said he would hold the bout 
tomorrow night. And in the event of 
a third postponement the promoter 
will put the fight over until Monday 
night. The Yankees are scheduled to 
return on Tuesday and the stadium 
will not be available for fighting after 
Monday, but Rickard is confident that 


the weather will be in his favor before 
then. 


Rickard Record Falls. 


When the rain made a fight an im- 
possibility yesterday it shattered a rece 
ord of nearly twenty-one years. Not 
since the Gans-Nelson fight at Gold- 


field, Nev., had Rickard been com- 
pelled to postpone a fight because of 
rain. His only other postponement 
was in the case of the Paul Berlen- 
bach-Mike McTigue light-heavyweight 
battle of 1925, and that show was run 
for the Milk Fund, not for Rickard. 
The promoter’s narrowest escape was 
the Jack Dempsey-Gene Tunney battle 
in Philadelphia last year. On the af- 
ternoon of the Dempsey-Carpentier bat- 
tle of 1921 storm clouds hovered o’er 
head and visibility was low, but Rick- 
ard got through with the fight. He 
escaped again with the Jess Willard- 
Floyd Johnson battle, which was 
threatened in midday. 

Incidentally, the postponement made 
the current outdoor season more glum. 
Four shows have been scheduled and 
two-of ‘them have been washed out, 
while at a third the crowd and fighte 
ers were sprinkled with rain. 

Rickard saved from disappointment 
hundreds of out-of-town sport followers 
who had arranged to come here. The 
official announcement reached Boston 
in time to prevent the d ure of five 
sections of the Knickerbocker, a fast 
train leaving at 1 o’clock, but not in 
time to catch four sections of a train 
leaving at 10:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. Three overnight boats from 
Boston were reported here yesterday 
with fight fans, and a delegation of 
wae arrived from args for the 
battle.

GARDEN CITY, L. I., May 19.—Un- 
daunted by the rain which fell 
throughout most of the day, the most 
representative field of the season 
turned out for the annual Garden City 
Golf Club invitation tournament today. 
Late in the afternoon overhead condi- 
tions improved, but underfoot the 
situation still left much to be desired. 

The sogginess of fairways and

When the cold and dreary day ended 
a glance at the scores showed that 
there were fifteen players who had 


scored 87 or better and four tied at 88. 
This would have meant that three of 
the 88’s would get into the first flight, 
but Eddie Driggs, winner of the 
tournament last year, announced that 
he would not be able to.play tomor- 
row and Saturday and withdrew, leav- 
ing only two of the 88's in. The two 
that won out in the draw were J. M. 
Ledbetter and Martin W. Littleton Jr. 

Taking everything into consideration, 
the fact that he played under an um- 
brella and on fairways and greens 
soaking wet, the best round was that 
played by Hamilton K. Kerr, mem- 
ber of the home club, who finished 
third. Kerr and Driggs, who qualified 
with him, were out when the storm 
was at its worst, and his 82 will go 
down as one of the best rounds ever 
played over the famous old layout. 

Having to slog the ball all the way 
through the fairways and to putt on 
greens that were slow and heavy, Kerr 
missed par or one over par on only 
two holes.

PARIS, May 19.—The opening shot in 
the war which is to be waged for this 
year’s world tennis supremacy will be 
fired tomorrow afternoon on the ten- 
nis courts of Saint Cloud, near Paris, 
where Big Bill Tilden, ranking Ameri- 
can player even if he no longer is the 
champion, meets Rene Lacoste, the 
greatest racquet star France ever has 
produced. 

Francis Hunter, who is touring with 
Tilden, will match his skill against an- 
other outstanding Frenchman—Jean 
Borotra, the Bounding Basque. The 
occasion ig the annual Franco-Ameri- 
can team contest, but tennis en- 
thusiasts from all parts of Europe are 
keenly interested in the outcome be- 


cause of the indication it is expected 
to give of the Davis Cup matches. 

There is reason to believe that France 
will survive the elimination rounds of 
the cup play and face the United 
States for the trophy. There are many 
who think France will win this year 
unless Tilden can stage a dramatic 
comeback. 


Making a Supreme Effort. 


The redoubtable Tilden is making a 
gupreme effort to regain the glory that 
was his for many years until two 
young men of France—Lacoste and 
Henri Cochet—came along last Autumn 
and twice forced him to taste defeat. 

Lacoste has the advantage of at least 
ten years over Tilden in the matter of 


age and there must be added to this 
the racquet mastery he has gained in 
three years of championship playing. 
He lacks, however the marvelous Til- 
den control, but this gap easily may 
be bridged by the youth of the French- 


man. 

The opinion here appears to be di- 
vided as to whether the Americans 
will be able to defeat the French in 
the team matches. Following a season 
of hard play in the South, Tilden and 
Hunter an just completed a series 
of triumphant European matches dur- 
ing which they successively have de- 
feated the star German, Dutch and 
Belgian players.

One doubles match is to be played on 
Saturday, but the French team has 
not yet been named. Lacoste and 
Brugnon are likely to perform for the 
French, as Borotra may not feel able 
to go on after his strenuous session 
with Hunter tomorrow. The Basque 
has been ill recently and hasn’t re- 
gained his full strength. 

Capacity crowds are expected at the 
matches, as every one is eager to see 
Tilden try to down the man who de- 
feated him in the Davis Cup matches 
last year. The Americans who have 
been watching Big Bill in practice say 
he is in excellent form, and they are 
sorry he also is not going to meet little 
Cochet, the Lyons boy who caused his 
downfall in the United States cham- 
pionship. 

The two Americans did some fast 
court work this afternoon at Saint 
Cloud, and now have a fair acquaint- 
ance with the French grounds, after 
three days of practice. The final 
singles matches will be played on Sun- 
day. If Tilden can win his two singles 
matches, the Americans, in the opinion 
of experts here, can take hope so far 
as the Davis Cup is concerned, but if 
he is decisively beaten the Americans 
may resign themselves to see the 
famous cup leave their shores for the 
so-called sunny ones of France. 

The Franco-American match is mere- 
ly the opening event of two weeks of 
fine tennis. On Tuesday the French 
championship will begin with an in- 
ternational representation from all the 
big tennis centres, It is expected that 
Tilden and Hunter then will be rein- 
forced by Watson Washburn, 
Helen Wills, Mrs. Molla Mallory and 
Miss Elizabeth Ryan. 

Among the other stars taking part 
will be Gerald Patterson of Australia 
as well as a atrong British force of 
well-known players.

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WAVE METER CHEGK 
LEFT TO STATIONS 


Federal Supervisor Too Busy, 
So Broadcasters Must Do 
Testing Themselves. 


LONG ISLAND ‘PIRATE’ HUNT 


M ysterlous Amateur Jumps From 
Wave to Wave, Using Mt. Ver- 
non Station’s Call Letter. 


Several broadcasting stations in the 
New York zone complained yesterday 
that they could not be sure that they 
were broadcasting on their exact wave 
lengths because the Federal Radio 
Supervisor had stopped checking their 
wave meters. 

‘“‘We cannot tell if the wave is ex- 
actly right if we are not sure of the 
wave meter, which measures the 
wave,” said a representative of one 
of New York’s leading ‘stations yester- 
day. “I suppose other stations are in 
the same plight. We hunted all over 
New York to find a laboratory to 
verify our wave meter and ‘finally 
found that it could be done in the 
Navy Building at Stevens Institute of 
Technology in Hoboken.”* 

“It is not a compulsory rule that we 
check stations’ wave meters,” said 
Arthur Batcheller, Radio Supervisor. 


‘“‘We have discontinued it because we 
are too busy now. The stations should 
check their meters by the standard 
frequency signals broadcast by the Bu- 
reau of Standards on schedules an- 
nounced several weeks in advance. 
The bureau also measures the waves of 
certain stations and announces those 
found to maintain their correct waves. 
These are known as ‘standard fre- 
quency stations.’ 

“Although there is no assurance that 
these stations stay on their channels, 
it gives other stations an opportunity 
to check their wave meters by tuning

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CONGRESS AND THE FLOOD. 

It is hinted in Washington that the 
President may summon the new 
Congress to meet a month before the 
fixed time in December. The reason 
would be to secure legislation as 
early as possible dealing with the 
great disaster in the Mississippi Val- 
ley. If Congress were to begin its 
work in November, no great delay 
in organizing the House would be 
necessary, since it has already been 
decided that Mr. LONGWORTH is to 
be re-elected Speaker. ‘The gaining 
of a month would hardly seem worth 
while if it were only a question of 
relieving an emergency. That will 
be largely over, it may be hoped, 
long before Congress assembles. 
Secretary HOOVER has assured the 
President that the Red Cross funds 
already in hand and in sight, to- 
gether with the plans for making 
bank loans available, are sufficient 
to tide over the crisis. There yet 
may be, of course, a demand that 
Congress vote further millions for 
relief. But far more important, if 
not so pressing, will be the need of 
authorizing and financing some 
large and far-sighted and continuous 
scheme for safeguarding the inhabi- 
tants of the Mississippi Valley. 

For the preparation of such a 
plan time is necessary. If the 
President had yielded to the impet- 
uous calls upon him to summon the 
Congress at once, all sorts of half- 
baked projects would have been 
thrust upon the attention of the 
two houses. There would have been 
no lack of good-will, yet there would 
have been a dearth of understand- 
ing. But between now and Novem- 
ber or December there will be full 
opportunity for army engineers as- 
signed to work on the Mississippi, 
and for experts in flood control and 
levee-building, to agree upon at least 
the first steps which ought to be 
taken and get the matter before 
Congress with the weight of skilled 
opinion formed by experience behind 
it. Were it a mere question of 
money, Congress would undoubtedly 
vote it promptly and generously. 
But if wisdom in planning far ahead 
is essential, it will have to be looked 
for, in the main, outside of the walls 
of the Capitol. 


DRAFTING A CANDIDATE. 

Under-Secretary of the Treasury 
MILLS showed such political sagacity 
and power of divination in his run 
through the Milky Way last Fall 
that his augury for 1928 will be 
heerd reverently even by those who 
used to sit among the scorners: 

I did not believe that Mr. CooLipcs 
would be the party nominee next 
year, but now I feel convinced that 
he will be compelled to run. 

So he is to be taken by right of 
eminent domain, as the Democrats 
refused to take the elder CHARLES 
FRANCIS ADAMS in 1872. Fain would 
he retire, but what skills it to fight 
against the fixed stars of truth? 
Here is no common case of the office 
seeking the man, while the man 
seeks the delegates. If you are 
drafted by a great party, how can 
you oppose an’ imperious general 
will? Mr. MILLS’s prophecy makes 
an impressive, if sombre, picture. 
We see Mr. COOLIDGE in his mind re- 
fusing vainly the crown that Sen- 
ators and Representatives and Com- 
mitteemen, themselves constricted 
by Destiny, keep offering him. No 
doubt FRANK STEARNS hears a 
Providential call. The more sec- 
ular Right-Hand BUTLER, yielding 
to the inevitable, strives to “ac- 
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good principles demand. He rea- 
sons with the doubtful, if such 
there still be. He reckons the num- 
ber of the faithful in the card-index 
system of his mind, that “ vast mag- 
azine of information,” duly divided 
into “ compartments,” as one of his 
historians has called it. As he rat- 
tles over the country in his Pullman, 
every glance out of the window re- 
veals to him the overwhelming 
popular yearning for Mr. COOLIDGE. 
Day and night the wheels sing 
“ Four, Four, Four Years More! ” 

It is on the quiet, brooding figure 
at Washington that the imagination 
dwells with most sympathy. From 
his “ unconscious” what strains of 
ancient Calvinism, what applied 
doctrine of predestination and elec- 
tion, what musings on political 
necessitarianism must arise! Who 
would have thought to see Fate 
and metaphysical aid collaring the 
sausages and browning the buck- 
wheats? After all, to a New Eng- 
land conscience, the question is 
simply one of duty. ‘When Duty 
“ whispers low, Thou must, the sage 
“replies ‘I dew!’” 

The only trouble is that Duty as 
the irresistible imposition of the pop- 
ular desire whispers so infernally 
low that as yet nobody hears, except 
political managers and officeholders. 
As one of the latter class, Mr. MILLS 
may be open to ungenerous suspi- 
cion. On the other hand, his “ past 
performances” entitle him to a con- 
fidence which we at least shall not 
refuse. He is as sure that Governor 
SMITH will not be the Democratic 
candidate as he is that Mr. COOLIDGE 
must be the. Republican. Since he 
has always been right about the 
Governor, why shouldn’t he be

FINANCING NEW BRIDGES. 

Read the account of the Tri- 
borough Bridge hearing before the 
Board of Estimate yesterday and 
then consider present-day municipal 
logic. The five-cent fare must be 
retained, it is said, cost what it may. 
Therefore the city has to leave 
$300,000,000 of its funds tied up in 
the old subways and pay $12,000,000 
a year out of taxes to meet the 
deficit. What with that charge and 
the burden of new construction, the 
city finds itself with no money left 
to build bridges. But new bridges 
are urgently needed. Hence the city 
fathers are scurrying around to see 
if they cannot set up some sort of 
Bridge Authority to build them out 
of tolls. ‘Those who use the new 
bridges would then in effect be sub- 
scribing to an endowment fund for 
the benefit of their more fortunate 
brethren who are dependent on the 
city’s charity for the use of the old 
subways at less than cost. 

Unless the subways are made self- 
sustaining, the city may have to 
come to that. But at least it ought 
to see the humor of its course. For 
it wasn’t so very Many years ago 
that Mayor GAYNOR ordered the abo- 
lition of all tolls on the East River 
bridges because he could “see no 
“more reason for toll-gates on 
“ bridges than for toll-gates on Fifth 
“ Avenue.” If bridges were consid- 
ered nothing more than street exten- 
sions then, how are they different 
now? Yet such is the city’s extrem- 
ity that even Controller BERRY is 
talking about getting private capital 
to build them! Governor SMITH, in 
his recent veto of the Thousand Is- 
land Bridge project, exposed the im- 
propriety of that method. Inthis case 
it would simply mean expiating the 
sins of the wicked subway interests 
by a public dole to the private bridge 
interests—an illuminating reductio 
ad absurdum of civic reasoning. 


DIPLOMATIC PROMOTIONS. 


The appointment of Mr. JOSEPH C. 
GREW, Under-Secretary of State, to 
be Ambassador to Turkey returns to 
the field a professional diplomat who 
has had wide experience. Thanks to 
his participation in the conferences 
that led to the formulation of the 
Lausanne treaties, he is particularly 
well versed in the complicated ques- 
tions involved in Turkey’s new in- 
ternational status, and in her rela- 
tions with the United States. The 
failure of the Senate to ratify this 
treaty left the situation somewhat 
anomalous. Doubtless Mr. GREW 
will turn his past experience to good 
use in arranging satisfactory meth- 
ods for settlement of the issues still 
pending between the two countries. 

The post at Angora is one of the 
most difficult. At the same time it 
is one of the most interesting. The 
transfer of the Turkish capital to 
Angora has resulted in undue con- 
gestion in that city. Living condi- 
tions are said still to be uncomfort- 
able. This is more than compen- 
sated by the inevitable interest in 
watching the steady progress of 
Turkey. The modernization of that 
country in the last decade has 
astonished even the ardent support- 
ers of the former “ Young Turk” 
movement. Until recently altogether 
Oriental in spirit, it is now becom- 
ing Occidental. The change has 
naturally been attended by many un- 
settling social phenomena, which 
j have not failed to have their re- 
percussion in international affairs. 

In selecting a professional “ career 
man” for this important Ambassa- 
dorial position the President is fol- 
lowing his policy of promoting 
trained men to the highest positions 
in the foreign service. Another such 
appointee, Mr. J. BUTLER WRIGHT, 
leaves tomorrow to take up hisduties 
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like Mr. GREW, has been on duty in 
the Department of State, and sv 
carries with him an intimate knowl- 
edge of its views on the problems of 
Eastern Europe. The promotion of 
these men can but encourage the 
younger men in the foreign service, 
as it strengthens the precedent of 
using professional diplomats when- 
ever possible. The members of the 
diplomatic and consular corps may 
now look forward to suitable re- 
wards for service well rendered. 

There is still room for greater 
specialization in the training of our 
foreign service personnel. The State 
Department in the past has too often 
shifted men from continent to con- 
tinent, without paying sufficient 
heed to the advantages of building 
up a body of specialists familiar 
with the problems of the region in 
which they are stationed. The China 
service constitutes a notable excep- 
tion to this practice. Most of the 
men who have served in that coun- 
try or in the Far Eastern Division 
of the State Department are thor- 
oughly acquainted from intimate 
personal experience with the East. 
As a result the department’s han- 
dling of the Chinese crisis has been 
exceptionally wise and tolerant. For- 
tunately, in the selection of Messrs. 
GREW and WRIGHT the same good 
principle is being carried out. They 
know well the work which they 
are to undertake. At the same 
time they are experts in diplo- 
matic negotiation. 


TWO YEARS MORE AT DOORN. 

After much preliminary rumbling 
the bill for extending the law for 
the Defense of the Republic secured 
an easy two-thirds in the Reichstag. 
Junkers voted against the return of 
WILLIAM II to German soil. Com- 
munists voted in favor. In both 
camps the motive is obvious, and on 
the part of the Nationalists it is 
avowed. They profess to regard the 
law as unnecessary and unconstitu- 
tional, but they gave it their sup- 
port in order to maintain the sol- 
idarity of the present Coalition. For 
another two years at least they are 
better Germans than monarchists. 
Possibly the sweets of power, after 
a famine of eight years, are hard to 
give up. For the extremists of the 
Left there is always but one con- 
sideration: unrest and confusion. 
The return of the ex-Kaiser would 
throw Germany into turmoil. It 
would stimulate the revolutionary 
temper in general and the flagging 
fortunes of the Communist Party 
in particular. Communist numbers 
are being rapidly depleted. Their 
outstanding leaders are seceding. 
The latest to go is the Communist 
floor leader in the Reichstag, who 
recently announced his resignation 
from the party in a public statement 
savagely criticizing the Third Inter- 
national as the enemy of the work- 
ing class. 

Conservative acquiescence in the 
new exile law is strictly in line with 
Nationalist precedent for the last 
three years. On the Dawes Plan, on 
Locarno, on Germany’s entrance 
into the League, the followers of 
WESTARP and HERGT have vowed 
that they would never consent and 
have regularly consented. The re- 
sults of the policy of moderation to 
which the Nationalists thus sub- 
scribe have been beneficent for the 
German people. A political party 
that set itself to imperil the process 
of German recovery would be court- 
ing disaster. One issue, particularly 
close to the Nationalist heart, still 
awaits solution, and that is the cur- 
tailment of the Rhineland occupa- 
tion. Between STRESEMANN on one 
side and BRIAND and CHAMBERLAIN 
on the other the subject is perma- 
nently under discussion. Junkerism 
would be exceptionally stupid if it 
sent for the ex-Kaiser to destroy the 
capital of good-will which Germany 
has built up in London and Paris. 


THE OIL CRISIS. 

The oil industry faced the year 
1927 with equanimity. Although 
about 773,000,000 barrels of oil had 
been produced in 1926, it had been 
necessary for the first time in eight 
years to draw crude oil from stor- 
age, to the extent of 22,300,000 bar- 
rels. The market for petroleum and 
its products was firm. Today the 
industry is in a panic. About 350,- 
000 barrels in excess of our actual 
requirements are pumped into tanks 
and reservoirs each day. Great com- 
panies are writing losses in red ink; 
small producers face ruin. Two flush 
fields in California, two in Texas, 
and the now famous Seminole dis- 
trict of Oklahoma have precipitated 
a crisis, though not one of these was 
considered of major importance a 
year ago. We have over 300,000 oil 
wells in the country, but it has 
taken only 330 to upset the economic 
balance in petroleum. 

The oil industry has always been 
in this state of unstable equilibrium. 
It has never been able to predict its 
own future, largely because the find- 
ing of oil is a mere gamble, despite 
the aid which the geologist now 
lends. The ever-hopeful, boundless- 
ly energetic, irrepressible wildcatter 
has always had it in his power to 
upset the market. Although the odds 
are five to one against him under 
the most favorable circumstances, 
although he spends on an average 
$30,000 to drive a hole in the ground 
and as much as $300,000 to reach 
depths of six and seven thousand 
feet, he succeeds often enough to 
make oil kings tremble on their 
thrones. His lucky strike invites 
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try and the nation alike. At least 
$250,000,000 is lost annually in the 
mad scramble to drain more oil from 
a pool than lies within the power of 
the man on the next lot. There is 
reckless. expenditure and waste not 
only in this unrestrained competi- 
tive drilling but also in the building 
of railroad feeders, pipe lines, stor- 
age tanks. During a recent flush 
period in California $47,000,000 was 
spent in building tanks and reser- 
voirs to hold 100,000,000 barrels of 
oil. Then came a fall in production. 
More than one-quarter of this stor- 
age capacity, costing $17,000,000, 
was never used. 

Engineers are reaching greater 
depths and finding oil under deposits 
once regarded as exhausted. Old 
wells are brought to life by the use 
of compressed air or gas to restore 
pressure. There is even hope of re- 
covering by mining methods much 
of the immense quantity of oil which 
still lies in sands regarded as “ cx- 
hausted ”’"—a quantity amounting to 
at least three times that already 
brought to the surface. Add to this 
the ingenuity of the chemist, who 
now manages to extract three times 
as much gasoline from a barrel of 
oil as he did twenty years ago and 
promises to be even more efficient, 
and the picture of overproduction is 
complete. 

Thus far the oil industry has not 
succeeded in stabilizing itself by the 
adoption of some equable plan for 
the curtailment of production, pos- 
sibly because of the real or imag- 
ined risk of violating Federal and 
State anti-trust laws, possibly be- 
cause it is to the advantage of the 
financially stronger companies to 
permit the law of supply and de- 
mand to throttle their weaker com- 
petitors, possibly because of. the 
prevalent conviction that the rich 
fields should not be penalized to the 
advantage of others, possibly be- 
cause it is a maxim among wildcat- 
ters that one can be sure only of oil 
brought to the surface. If ever there 
was need of the Federal Oil Conser- 
vation Board appointed by President 
COOLIDGE two years ago it is now. 
In the face of the industry’s inabil- 
ity or unwillingness to control itself 
we must look to the board for a 
policy that can be embodied in ap- 
propriate modifications of existing 
laws and that will prevent the 
reckless waste of a great national 
resource.

BEGINNERS IN MUSIC. 

“ About this time” look out for 
streams of music students in all 
branches of the art, more or less 
“finished,” pouring f6rth from 
American schools, conservatories 
and “foundations.” Most of them 
are ambitious, desirous of appearing 
before the public and of entering 
upon an artistic career. By that 
they chiefly understand the dazzling 
trail of the virtuoso, brilliantly im- 
posing themselves, their personali- 
ties and their “readings” upon a 
wondering and delighted public, fill- 
ing the largest concert halls, garner- 
ing the choicest praise from the 
critics and observing from the cor- 
ners of their eyes large sums pour- 
ing into the box offices. 

It is a pleasant anticipation. Per- 
haps all do not view such a roseate 
prospect with confidence; some may 
be aware that there are difficulties 
ahead. Many may be prepared to 
resign themselves to the life of a 
music teacher. Others may look for 
a prospect of usefulness as orches- 
tral players. Even these, however, 
have generally prepared therhselves 
to receive the possible lightning 
stroke that shall make them famous 
by choosing the violin or the violon- 
cello. Only a few have given them- 
selves to the humbler but no less 
indispensable flute, oboe, clarinet, 
bassoon, horn, trumpet, trombone, 
double-bass, kettledrum, that would 
assign them definitely to the ranks 
of orchestral players, with no chance 
to shine as virtuosos and only the 
most modest prospects as teachers. 

Alas, of the throngs that troop 
out with “the rays of morn on their 
white shields of expectation,” most 
will find that they have “ nowhere to 


,go but out.” In the great cities no- 


body wants to risk an evening by 
going to a concert of somebody un- 
known. In the small ones nobody 
will engage an artist who has made 
no name and has secured no valid 
“press notices”’—and press notices 
signed by the first-line critics rarely 
are devoted to untried beginners. No 
manager can afford to take them up 
without a large sum of money in 
hand to meet the expenses of a 
début. Few beginners have such a 
sum to risk; and those who have 
generally lose it. 

What, then, is to be done? The 
supply of musicians ministering to a 
great public’s needs must be kept up. 
There are talented and well-trained 
youngsters who can do things with 
varying degrees of excellence. All 
cannot be Paderewskis, Kreislers 
and McCormacks; nor can every- 
body get to hear those distinguished 
leaders. There are young men and 
women in the rank and file who have 
something of value, even though it 
be less than superlative, varying in 
kind and degree. How shall they be 
given an opportunity to make their 
offer? 

A way has been provided for an 
honorable and self-respecting ap- 
proach to the problem, without stak- 
ing hard-earned money upon a ruin- 
ous chance; a way to make a modest 
beginning that may lead to some- 
thing better and that shall acquaint 
smaller communities with mod- 
est excellence. The National Music 
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League in this city does just that; 
and its success in extending its field 
and enlarging its clientele in a brief 
period tells of meeting a real need 
and performing a real service. It is 
not a money maker, nor a charity, 
but an intelligent business. It can- 
not, however, function on the pro- 
ceeds of the very slender commis- 
sions received from the more suc- 
cessful of its young people, and re- 
quires, and. deserves, the help of 
music lovers who perceive how ex- 
actly and how skillfully it is serving 
both the smaller-town public and the 
smaller-calibre artists. Generous and 
public-spirited music lovers who are 
interested can be further enlightened 
at 109 West Fifty-seventh Street. 


NO LONGER “A CERTAIN CON- 
DESCENSION.” 

.It indicates an altered English 
attitude since LOWELL’S day that 
graduates of English and Scottish 
universities are coming to pursue 
graduate work in American univer- 
sities. The Commonwealth Fund, 
which has for several years been 
encouraging and aiding such west- 
ward-looking study, announces this 
morning that twenty new Fellows 
from Oxford, Cambridge, London, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, St. Andrew’s, 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Bristol, 
Wales and colonial universities are 
to study here. Some will investi- 
gate at first hand matters strictly 
American, as, for example, the 
geology of the Appalachian region, 
or the granitic Scottish influence in 
America, or the attitude of America 
toward British relations with Cen- 
tral America in the last century, or 
the inter-racial problems in certain 
localities in this century. These 
suggest no particular tribute to 
American scholarship. 

But some will take up subjects 
which have no special association 
with America, as mathematics, 
physics, bacteriology, economics; 
while others will seek the guidance 
of American scholarship in subjects 
that belong primarily to other lands, 
as the eighteenth century drama, 
the art of EL GRECO, the philosophy 
of HOLBACH, Roman archaeology, 
Irish literature and the Greek odes 
of PINDAR. This assures us inciden- 
tally that the “certain condescen- 
sion” of the last century is disap- 
pearing. Progress has been made 
in the full century, since it was said 
in the English reviews that “ Amer- 
“ica could find no leisure or inclina-

Opportunity Is Seen for America to

THE CITY’S ART CENTRES. 


Art Council 
While in Various Districts. 
To the Editor of The New York Tinies: 

The Arts Council of the City. of New 
York, an organization formed to unify 
and stimulate the art activities of the 
city, recently made three community 
art tours of inspection in the Bronx, 
Washington Heights and Brooklyn 
with results which we think will be of 
interest to readers of THE TIMES. 

In the Bronx, where the local Board 
of Trade sponsored the tour, we ‘found 
fine mural decorations in the Morris 
High School and in elementary Public 
School 43, which we recommend as 
worth a visit. On. the other hand, this 
borough of over a million residents has 
no art museum, no exhibition gallery, 
no concert hall, 

The Washington Heights Chamber of 
Commerce sponsored the tour in their 
community. We wish to emphasize the 
very valuable group of public buildings 
at Broadway and 155th Street, including 
the Hispanic, Numismatic, Geographi- 
cal and American Indian Museum, the 
American Academy of Arts and Let- 
ters and the Spanish church, with the 
neighboring Chapel of the Intercession. 
The service and data available in these 
museums are remarkable, and we sug- 
gest that more use be made of this ex- 
cellent material for research and study. 

In this section of the city are also 
The Cloisters, the first branch of the 
Metropolitan Museum, with its beau- 
tiful collection of Gothic art, made 
more valuable to students of history 
and art by its perfect setting. 

In contrast, the Jumel Mansion, on 
160th Street, near St. Nicholas Avenue, 
as well as the Dyckman Homestead, 
at Broadway and 204th Street, are old 
buildings where early American art 
and local history can be studied. 

In Brooklyn we found the Children’s 
Museum, a unique expression of what 
should be duplicated in other sections 
of this city. 

Pratt Institute School of Fine and 
Applied Art and the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum, though well known, are worth 
keeping in constant touch with; es- 
pecially the Brooklyn Museum, which 
is steadily enriching its collection, In 
the new wing opened last Spring the 
Rainbow Rooms, the extension of the 
Japanese collection, the German-Swiss 
Gothic Peasant Room and the splendid 
Italians Rooms are now opened to the 
public. The last named were opened 
only a week ago. 

The council wishes to lay special 
stress on the need of having public 
centres throughout the city for music, 
art and drama. We are all accus- 


tomed to branches of the Public Li- 
brary, but this idea should now be car- 
ried further, especially as there is a 
growing consciousness of the educa- 
tional value of these subjects, which 
are now being taught in all the public 
schools. The vastness of our city 
makes thig thought of local centres one 
that should be seriously considered and 
promoted by all citizens. 

Information regarding places of in- 
terest and the services they render in 
relation to the arts, especially educa- 
tional facilities, will gladly be supplied 
by the Arts Council at its headquar- 
ters, 25 West Forty-third Street, or by 
telephone. The council also will. be 
grateful for any additional information 
regarding murals in churches or 
schools, or private collections which, 
from time to time, may be visited with 
one of our responsible representatives, 
thus enabling these art treasures to be 
occasionally seen by the public or stu- 
dent.

Losses of France and England Are 
Balanced Against Funds. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

From the beginning of the agitation 
for reconsideration of the war debt 
funding agreements I have followed 
with great interest and much care all 
of the published utterances of the 
Treasury Department and its officials 
and of the spokesmen for collection 
who have participated in the various 
public debates. In none of them have 
I discovered the slightest recognition 
of any moral obligation of the United 
States for services rendered by the 
armed forces of her war associates, It 
has been completely ignored. 

May I in a few words state my un- 
derstanding of the debt of this country 
to our late war partners? It is meas- 
ured in blood, not in money. 

General Pershing is my authority for 
the statement that during the first 
fifteen months of our participation in 
the war we took no active part in the 
fighting, had no men in the trenches, 
sustained no casualties. 

Assuming that it must be admitted 
by every man who respects himself 
and his nation that it was the bounden 
obligation of the United States, after 
its declaration of war against Ger- 
many, to participate actively in de- 
fense of the front, it necessarily fol- 
lows that it was our duty, with our 


own men, to hold at least one-third of 


the front line. During those, fifteen 
months our third of the line was held, 
not by us, but. by

BENJAMIN F. BAKER. 


Member of Naval Party That Cut 
Spanish-Cuban Cable in 1898 Dies. 


BROCKTON, Mass.; May 19 (4).— 
Benjamin F. Baker, Congressional 
Medal holder who headed the American 
naval party that cut the Spanish- 
Cuban cable in 1898, died at the Brock- 
ton Hospital today in his sixty-ninth 
year. He retired from the navy fifteen 
years ago after thirty years of service 
and had been blind for some time. 

Baker was chief petty officer in the 
detail of sixteen volunteers that put 
off from the battleship Nashville on 
the cable-cutting expedition. The mis- 
sion was accomplished from an open 
boat after four hours’ work under 
heavy shillfire from the Spanish 
forts. Baker and his men received the 
Congressional Medal a year later. 

Besides the Spanish-American War, 
Baker went through the Philippine in- 
surrection, the Boxer uprising and the 
Vost Indian trouble of 1903. He weath- 
ered the Samoan typhoon on the Nash- 
ville, gathered a total of eight medals 
for bravery, and for several years was 
in charge of the U. S. training ship 
Constellation. A native of Dennisport, 
on Cape Cod, he was one of the few 
men to join the navy outside of the 
United States, enlisting from a sailing 
vessel in the Orient.

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TRINITY PROTESTS 
ITS MISSION QUOTA 


Rector and Vestry Say Parish 
Can't Give $95,403 Without 
Going Into Debt. 


CITES MANY BENEFACTIONS 


Statement Tells of Pledges Made, 
Including $100,000 More to ~ 
the Cathedral Fund. 


The Rev. Dr. Caleb R. Stetson, the 
rector, and the church wardens and 
vestrymen of the Parish of Trinity 
Episcopal Church, have made formal 
protest against the budget quota 
levied upon that parish by the Na- 
tional Council of the Episcopal Church 
through the New York Diocesan Com- 
mittee, in the nation-wide campaign 
for missionary work. The protest 
bears the signatures of both wardens 


and all twenty of the vestrymen. 

The budget quota allocated to 
Trinity for 1927 was set at $95,403. The 
protest appeared in a pamphlet which 
has been distributed throughout the 
diocese. 

The Trinity authorities pointed out 
yesterday that the gifts from Trinity 
Parish on her own initiative and ir- 
respective of any quota, were $187,- 
018.09 in 1925. One of the items named 
is *‘automobile for the Bishop, $3,500.” 
This is for the upkeep of Bishop Wil- 
liam T. Manning’s car. For thirteen 
years before he became Bishop he was 
the rector of Trinity. Each year dur- 
ing the six of his episcopate, Trinity 
has shown its devotion to the former 
rector by providing the upkeep of his 
automobile, 

“During all the years of her ex- 
istence Trinity Parish has been gen- 
erous in her gifts to the Diocese and 
City of New York,’’ says the pam- 
phiet. “Trinity has supported char- 
itable and educational institutions; 
she has founded and endowed liberally 
several parishes in this city; she has 
been extraordinarily generous in help- 
ing struggling parishes and mission 
stations not only in this diocese, but 
in many others.’’ 

Regarding the quota for missions, the 
statement says: ‘“‘To meet a quota of 
$95,403 a large proportion of that 
amount would have to be made up by 
appropriations by the vestry, and since 
there is no surplus of income over our 
running expenses and benefactions, 
these appropriations would necessarily 
have to be made from our principal. 
To continue such a practice would 
mean that our principal would shrink 
year by year, and eventually we 
should find ourselves burdened with a 
large debt as we were some years ago. 

“We are this year to begin to pay 
to the Cathedral Building Fund the 
$100,000 pledged by the vestry. In 
addition to this amount the commu- 
nicants of Trinity have contributed or 
pledged $338,166.94—making the total 
response of Trinity Parish to the drive 
for the cathedral $438,166.94.”’

Swarthmore College President 
Emeritus Succumbs to 
Heart Disease at 69. 


WAS TEACHERS’ CHAMPION 


Also Noted for Advanced Ideas on 
Co-Education—Was Member of 
Indiana Schools Board.

PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—Dr. Jo- 
seph Swain, President emeritus of 
Swarthmore College, died today in the 
home of Dr. W. W. Hawks, Clifton 
Heights, where he had been a patient. 

The educator had been ill of heart 
disease and other complications for a 
year. He had a sinking spell just be- 
fore 7 o’clock this morning and died 
fifty minutes later. Mrs. Swain, who 
had been summoned from their home 
in Wallingford, arrived at the bedside 
shortly afterward. 


Dr. Swain, prominent as a champion 
for improved living conditions for 
teachers and for his advanced ideas 
on coeducational institutions of learn- 
ing, was President of Swarthmore Col- 
lege from 1902 until 1921, when he re- 
tired to become President emeritus. 
For many years he was Vice President 
and member of the Board of Trustees 
of the Public Education Association of 
this city and was interested in many 
other similar organizations, including 
the National Education Association, of 
which he was a former President. 

He was born in Pendleton, Ind., June 
16, 1857, and entered Indiana State 
University at the age of 21. He was 
graduated in 1883. He specialized in 
mathematics under Dr. Daniel Kirk- 
wood and in natural science under Dr. 
David Starr Jordan. Later when Dr. 
Jordan was selected as President of 
Stanford University in 1891, Dr. Swain 
was chosen by him to fill the Chair 
of Mathematics. 

In 1893 Dr. Swain left Stanford to 
become President of Indiana Univer- 
sity, and during the same year re- 
ceived the LL. D. degree from Wabash 
College. He also was elected a mem- 
br of the State Board of Education. 

He remained at Indiana University 
until 1902, when he assumed the Presi- 
dency of Swarthmore College. The 
enrolment increased from 200 to 600 
and the curriculum was enlarged to 
embrace many new departments, chief 
of which were political science, psy- 
chology and education. 

He was for years a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Peace Foun- 
dation. 

Dr. Swain married Miss Frances M. 
Morgan of Knightstown, Ind., in 1885. 
She survives him.

Stock Performer, 48, Made Stage

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POLICE TERRORISM 
IN POLAND CHARGED 


Reports to Committee Here Say 
Racial and Religious Minor- 
ities Are Persecuted. 


AMNESTY FOR 6,000 SOUGHT 


Appeal for Funds to Ald in Freeing 
Political Prisoners Says Only 
Catholics Escape. 


Charges of persecution of racial and 
religious minorities and workers’ and 
peasant organizations by the Polish 
Government are made in a pamphlet, 
Political Prisoners in Poland, issued 
yesterday by the International Com- 
mittee for Political Prisoners at 2 West 
Thirteenth Street, of which John 
Haynes Holmes is Chairman, 

The pamphlet, the fourth of a series 
issued by the committee, was compiled, 
it was announced, by a native of the 
present Polish territory, whose name 
is withheld. The number of Polish 
political prisoners, for which the com- 
mittee is seeking amnesty, is estimated 
at 6,000. 

Money for carrying on the work is 
asked in a foreword signed by Mr. 
Holmes, Roger N. Baldwin and Robert 
Morss L /vett, It is explained that sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars already 
have been spent in the cause, a part of 
the fund having been contributed by 
the Ukrainian Defense Organization in 
the United States. 

Although freedom of conscience and 
religion is guaranteed by the Polish 
Constitution, it is charged that the 
provision helps “to screen from the 
outside world the ruthless extermina- 
tion of Eastern Orthodox Christianity 
and the official persecution of all re- 
ligious beliefs which are not Roman 
Catholic.”’ 

One alleged typical instance is given 

in relation to the Hastern Orthodox 
Church of Stuzyca, in the District of 
Lublin, the occupation of which by 
Catholic priests and their parishioners 
was the subject of an inquiry by 
Ukrainian members of the Polish Par- 
liament. 
“The invaders,’’ according to the re- 
port as printed in the pamphlet. “‘were 
accom ed and assisted by the State 
Police, and when the members of the 
Orthodox congregation tried to defend 
their church, the police beat them up, 
pulled the women by the hair and 
threw them down the church steps. The 
mounted policemen forced themselves 
among the crowd and trampled down 
many men, women and children.” 

A letter to the committee from Leo- 
nid Klymenko says: “The reign of 
terror instituted in the Ukranian and 
White Russian territories, which by 
the Treaty of Riga had been allotted 
to Poland, has assumed, since the end 
of 1924, a phase of raving madness. 
A-subsecription to a Ukranian news- 
paper or membership in a theatrical or 
singing circle was evidence of crimi- 
nality and a reason for imprisonment.” 
The -letter charges the torturing of 
prisoners. 


PRESSER FAILS TO WIN 
HIS FREEDOM ON WRIT 


Convict, Centre - of —— 
Controversy, Must Serve Till 
Term Ends in August.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., May 19.— 
Izzy Presser, serving twelve years in 
Sing Sing Prison for manslaughter, 
who tried to obtain his freedom by a 
writ of habeas corpus suit, will have 
to stay in prison until the end of his 
term, which expires Aug. 23, under a 
decision handed down today at White 
Plains by Supreme Court Justice See- 
ger, who dismissed the writ. 

Through Robert J. Boyle of the 
Bronx, Presser contended that Gover- 
nor Smith had approved the commu- 
tation of sentence as fixed by the Pa- 
role Board and had sent the certificate 
for his discharge to Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes at Sing Sing Prison last year. 
Then the prisoner, who said he was 
kidnapped from Great Meadow Prison 
and was missing for considerable time, 
set forth that the Governor, when he 
learned of this incident, recalled the 
certificate of release and struck out 
Presser’s name. 

This he held was illegal and that the 
Governor had no right to recall the 
commutation after he had signed it. 
Justice Seeger held the Governor might 
in his discretion allow the commuta- 
tion in whole or in part. He said it 
was his opinion that the courts had 
no power to interfere. .

SHOWS INTOXICATION 


Dr. Bogen in Address Before 
Medical Association Lists 
Six Definite Stages.

SPINE TAPPED FOR FLUID 


Tests Made in Cincinnati Show 
Varying Alcoholic Capacities 
_Among Individuals. 


RESEARCH MEDALSAWARDED 


Scientists at Rockefeller Institute 
and Ford Hospital Honored— 
Thayer Chosen President. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The re- 
Sults of what is probably the most 
elaborate scientific study of intoxica- 
tion ever made were described today 
by Dr. Emil Bogen of the University 
of Cincinnati before the convention of 
the Ameriean Medical Association. The 
exact meaning of the word ‘‘intoxica- 
tion” has become of great importance 
mot only for its bearing on the wet 
and dry issue but because of its 


growing importance in traffic cases. 

Urging that laboratory tests should 
always be included in efforts to decide 
whether or not a person is intoxicated, 
Dr. Bogen said that the whote question 
had been studied in the most thor- 
oOughgoing fashion in Cincinnati, where 
men suspected of being intoxicated 
are turned over to laboratory workers, 
who puncture their spines for spinal 
fluid, ‘collect their breath, take speci- 
mens of their blood, pump their stom- 
achs and subject them to a large 
number of other tests. 

Specimens taken from the suspects 
are bubbled through tubes of chemicals 
and treated with various reagents in 
order to determine their alcoholic con- 
tent. After the suspect has been vig- 
orously analyzed and explored and his 
alcoholic cgntent accurately measured 
his mental and nervous reactions and 
his physical condition are carefully 
noted. | 

The man’s physical and nervous re- 
actions are carefully compared with 
the amount of free alcohol detected 
in his system. 

The House of Delegates closed its 
session with the election of Dr. Wil- 
liam Sidney Thayer, Emeritus Pro- 
fessor of Medicine at Johns Hopkins 
University, as President of the asso- 
ciation. Dr. Thayer won by four votes 
over Dr. William Gerry Morgan of 
Washington. Dr. Charles A. Elliott, 
Professor of Internal Medicine of 
Northwestern University, was elected 
Vice President. Minneapolis was se- 
lected over Kansas City as the place 
for the next annual meeting. 


300 Men Tested in Cincinnati. 


In his discussion of intoxication Dr. 
Bogen stated that more than 300 citi- 
zens of Cincinnati have so far had 
their alcoholic contents measured in 
this scientific and systematic manner. 
Six stages of intoxication, the milder 


form more. or less overlapping with 
the next most severe, were described 
by Dr. Bogen. The whole research 
Was complicated because of the wide 
difference in symptoms which the 
same quantity of alcohol will cause in 
different men. 

Further difficulty in discovering 
when a man is drunk, is caused, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bogen, by the fact that 
“a multitude of other pathological 
conditions may either mask or mimic 
the symptoms of alcoholic intoxica- 
tion.’’ Some nervous diseases give rise 
to symptoms resembling acute alco- 
holism. Besides, some men carry their 
liquor well. 

The degrees of intoxication Were 
roughly limited by the number of mil- 
ligrams of alcohol found to the cubic 
centimeter of the specimen measured. 
Concerning those who assayed one 
milligram of alcohol to the cubic centi- 
meter, Dr. Bogen said: 

“Only a few showed a flushed face, 
dilated pupils, affected gait or thick- 
ened of alcoholic intoxication, 
but the so-called stimulating effects 
of alcohol, usually ascribed to the re- 
moval of psychic inhibitions, however, 
‘were noted in accelerated speech and 
movement, with a diminution of self- 
criticism, deliberation and judgment.” 

More than half of those in the two 
milligram class had flushed faces, di- 
lated pupils, loud . and boisterous 
@peech, staggering gait, confused or 
slurred speech and clumsiness in ac- 
tion. Many of the two milligram men 
Were able to handle themselves well. 

The three milligram per cubic centi- 
meter men all displayed. signs of in- 
toxication. Nearly one-fourth of them 
“were able to walk without staggering 
end speak clearly,” but an “amiable 
Sarrulousness or suspicious pugnacity’”’ 
was frequent. 

There were sixty-four persons in the 
Zour milligram group. One of these 
could stand without swaying. One 
man of astounding capacity was still 
able to speak clearly, but. the -sixty- 
three others varied from thickness of 
@peech to total inarticulateness. 


Narcosis and Stupor Stage. 


Narcosis and stupor were the rule 
in the five milligram class. Sometimes 
the pupils were dilated, sometimes con-’ 
tracted to a pinpoint. In: some sub- 


jects one pupil was greatly expanded 
and the other greatly narrowed. The 


flush in this stage was replaced by 
pallor. A few of these were able to 
respond ——— to questions and 
ether stim 

The sixth class consisted of all above 
the five milligramers. ‘There was no 
dispute about these. All critics agreed 
that they were inebriated. Every one 
had completely lost consciousness. 
Those in whom the alcohol concentra- 
tion approached six milligrams were 
in er of death from alcoholic as- 
on.

PARIS, May 19.—The “Tilden 

cocktail” is rapidly becoming the 
most popular drink with rising 
young tennis players at the St.

Heavy doses of the rays aimed at the 
kidneys produced Bright’s disease, or 
a condition of the kidneys which can- 
not be distinguished microscopically 
from Bright’s disease.

Rockefeller Scientist Honored. 


One silver medal of the association 
was won by Dr. Hideyo Noguchi of 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search for his exhibit illustrating 
studies of oroya fever, verruga 
peruana and trachoma. Special at- 
tention was attracted by his work in 


isolating the germ causing trachoma. 
It has been in doubt wheter this dis- 
ease, an inflammation of the eyelids, 
Was a germ disease. It has been at- 
tributed to other causes. Other re- 
searches have announced the discovery 
of a germ causing the disease, but 
earlier claims have been discredited. 

The award to Dr. Noguchi was 
on evidence which seemed conclusive 
that he has actually found the organ- 
ism causing this disease. His discov- 
ery raises the hope that an effective 
treatment will be found for the disease 
which is now severe in its effects in 
some sections of this country, particu- 
larly on certain Indian reservations. 
A silver medal was also awarded to 
Dr. Chevalier Jackson of Philadelphia 
for his exhibit showing household ac- 
cidents to children and tbeir preven- 
tion. 

President Coolidge today. became a 
Fellow in the Interstate Post-Graduate 
Medical Association of North America, 
the diploma being conferred upon him 
by Dr. Charles Mayo, President, and 
Dr. .William B. Peck, director of the 
association. 

He was made an honorary member 
because of his appearance before the 
association some years ‘ago; Dr. Mayo 
said. His being a Fellow entitles him 
to attend the meetings of the physi- 
cians and surgeons and he would be

‘BUYS’ SEIZED LIQUORS 
AT DRY HEADQUARTERS 


Farmer Gives Up $1,900, Then 
Goes With Salesman to Get 
His Money Back. 











An ‘unidentified farmer living near 
Passaic, N. J., paid $1,900 yesterday to 
two other unidentified men for “all 
the liquor stored in the seizure room 
of Prohibition Headquarters,” 1'Park 
Avenue, it was related by Prohibition 
Administrator Chester P, Mills. Major 
Mills said he had in his office both 


the purchaser and one of the sellers, 
but that no arrest had been made and 
none of the farmer’s money had been 
recovered. 

The liquor remains in the seizure 
room. Major Mills . placed. no. valua- 
tion upon it, as he is convinced that 
most of it is unfit for beverage pur- 
poses. 

Poor as the seized liquor may be, it 
now finds itself in the class with 
the Brooklyn Bridge, the Woolworth 
Building and other places and: prop- 
erty which have been “sold” in some- 
what similar circumstances. 

Major Mills said the farmer, a Scan- 
dinavian, accompanied by a friend and 
two men who had sold him the liquor, 
entered Prohibition Headquarters and 
went into the seizure room, which is 
easy to locate by the odor which it 
exudes.. The. farmer -looked over the 
liquor, smelled it and approved the 
purchase. He and his friend waited in 
the seizure room ‘while one of the two 
salesmen went out for a few moments 
to “fix” matters. When the man ‘'re- 
entered. the- room: he said everything 
had been fixed, and the farmer handed 
him $1,900 in: bills. A 

Meanwhile,.. John ' Brown, . custodian 
of the seized liquor, had been watching 
the group. As the party reached .the 
door, he saw.the two salesmen leave 
the farmer and his. friend: and start 
running. He chased them and,’ with 
the aid of three patrolmen, captured 
one of them. tae 

With the prisoner, the farmer and 
his friend and the patrolmen, Brown 
entered Major. Mills’s. office. The 
farmer had the fugitive by the sleeve 
and said he had paid him $1,000. The 
latter, however, said his friend, ‘who 
escaped, had the money and promised 
to take the farmer 'to his office and 
get it for him if he would not. press 
a charge against them.

RED’ MORAN SGORFS 
AT COURT QUESTIONS 


Brought From Death House to 


Testify, He Insults Both 
Judge and Prosecutor. 


CALLS ‘TIME FOR DINNER’ 


‘None of Your Business,’. Says 
Slayer of 2 Policemen to Queries 
at Trial of 2 for Hold-Up. 


Thomas ‘‘Red’”’ Moran, murderer of 
two policemen, came from the death 
house at Sing Sing Prison to the Coun- 
ty Court in Brooklyn, yesterday, to aid 
two fellow prisoners undergoing trial 
for second offenses. 

What he did was to tell Assistant 
District Attorney Joseph V. Gallagher 
that the answers to his questions were 
none of his business, that District At- 
torney Charles J. Dodd liked nothing 
better than putting people in the elec- 
tric chair, and that if the prosecutor 
did not already know the answer to 
some of his queries he was the only 
one ignorant of them. He further sug- 
gested to Judge Franklin Taylor that 
it was “time for dinner,’”’ and that he 


‘twould sooner be back in Sing Sing”’ 
than remain any longer in the witness 
chair. 

He spoke out in court with such non- 
chalant insolence that the Judge and 
court attendants were either too 
astounded or so conscious of his ap- 
proaching fate that they allowed him 
to be led away virtually unrebuked. 

“I’m not going to say another word. 
I’m signing off,’’ he remarked to the 
court clerk as he left the witness 
stand. As for newspaper interviewers 
he had only one comment, “I don’t 
want to talk to any bums at all.”’

They were subse- 
quently indicted for first degree rob- 
bery in connection with the Ward hold- 


up for which they are now on trial. 
While they were in the Raymond 
Street jail, in Brooklyn, last December, 
waiting to answer the second indict- 
ment, they met Moran, who gave a 
note to them saying that he was re- 
sponsible for the crime. He appeared 
yesterday as a witness on a writ 
issued by Supreme Court Justice Kelly 
of the Appellate Division, in Brooklyn. 

Manacled to two prison guards 
Moran, chewing gum _ vigorously, 
seated himself in the witness chair. 
He identified his signature on the 
memorandum but the cross examina- 
tion apparently irked him. “It’s none 
of ‘your business,’”” he told Mr. Gal- 
lagher repeatedly.

Robert Harford Wins Test Case 
Which May Affect 400 
Claims for $1 ,000,000. 





SUED FOR’ ‘CONVERSION 


Securities Had Been Transferred to 
Defunct Brokerage Firm of 
‘Clarke & Co. 


In a test case which may determine 
400 suits with claims totaling more 
than $1,000,000 brought by former cus- 
tomers against Charles A. Stoneham 
and his brother-in-law, Ross F. Rob- 
ertson, as partners in the former 
brokerage firm of C. A. Stoneham & 
Co. for the conversion of securities 
and the transfer of their accounts to 
other firms, a jury before Supreme 
Court: Justice Ford gave a verdict for 
$2,095 yesterday against Stoneham and 
Robertson in favor of Robert Harford. 
E. H. Clarke, head of the insolvent 
brokerage firm of E. H. Clarke & Co., 
to which the Harford account was 
transferred, was also a defendant. His 
firm failed on March 2,: 1922, and Har- 
ford got nothing. 

The question submitted to the jury 
on the plea of Caruthers Ewing, for 
the plaintiff, was whether Charles A. 
Stoneham & Co. had converted the se- 
curities which they should have held 
for the plaintiff’s account and had en- 
tered into a fraudulent arrangement 
with E. H. Clarke & Co. to conceal 


the conversions by transferring the ac- 
count to the Clarke firm. 

The plan alleged in the submission of 
the case to the jury was that the 
Stoneham firm decided to quit late in 
1920 or early in 1921, and arranged 
with E. H. Clarke & Co., a firm of 
limited capital, to take over part of 
the business conducted by Stoneham 
and Robinson, including the Harford 
account; that the Clarke firm was fi- 
nanced by Stoneham and that the cus- 
tomers were induced to make the 
transfer by representations that the 
Clarke concern had been investigated 
pear found able to carry out its obli- 

ons. 

The plaintiff contended that Stone- 
ham and his partner made no bona 
fide investigation and knew that the 
Clarke firm was irresponsible, and 
further that the securities Stoneham 
& Co. asserted it was carrying for the 
plaintiff were never actually delivered 
to Clarke. 

Leo J. Bondy, counsel for Stoneham 
and Robertson, insisted that there had 
been no conversion of securities, but 
the jury gave a verdict for the full 
sum sued for, with interest.

BOARD AGAINDELAYS 
VOTRONBUS AWARDS 


Action Is Put Off a Week, but 
Mayor Denies It Has Been 
Shelved Till Fall. 


APPLICANTS PRESENT PLEAS 


Attempt to Prohibit ‘“Standees” 
Would Be Like Trying to Enforce 
the Volstead Act, Walker Says. 


The Board: of Estimate failed again 
yesterday to reach a vote on the award 
of bus franchises in the five boroughs. 
At the suggestion of Mayor Walker 
it postponed actior for a week after 
the final statutory public hearing on 
the form of contract with seven fav- 
ored applicants. 

Although there was nothing on the 
surface to indicate that the deadlock 
in the board had been f6roken, the 
Mayor declared after the meeting there 
was no truth in the inference that the 
whole matter of bus franchises would 
be pigeonholed until next Fall, and ex- 
pressed hope that there might be def- 
inite action at next week’s meeting. 
So far as could be learned, the Mayor 


still lacks the necessary votes for the 
award of a franchise for Manhattan, 
Brooklyn and Queens to the Equitable 
Coach Company and a franchise in the 
Bronx to the Surface Transportation 
Corporation, a subsidiary of the Third 
Avenue Railway Company. 


Mayor Still Lacks Four Votes. 


Apparently only Mayor Walker, 
President McKee of the Board of Al- 
dermen and Borough Presidents Henry 
Bruckner of the Bronx and John A. 
Lynch of Richmond, with a total of 
eight of the sixteen votes in the Board, 
favor such action. Twelve votes are 
necessary to award a franchise. 


Of the other members of the board, 
Borough President Miller of Manhattan 
favors the award of the Manhattan 
franchise to the Manhattan Surface 
Coach Company, a subsidiary of the 
New York Railways Company, which 
in turn is owned by the Fifth Avenue 
Coach Company, and Borough Presi- 
dent Byrne of Brooklyn favors the 
award of the Brooklyn franchise to the 
Coney Island & Gravesend Bus Cor- 
poration, a subsidiary of the B. M. T. 
and the Brooklyn City Railroad’ Com- 
pany. Controller Berry is not com- 
mitted to any company, but is classed 
as against the Equitable Company and 
opposed to longitudinal bus routes in 
Manhattan and congested parts of 
other boroughs. ‘ 

Mayor Walker caused amusement at 
the hearing when he said in reply to 
a suggestion by Henry H. Curran, 
counsel for the City Club, that any at- 
tempt to prohibit standees in buses 
would be as hopeless as trying to en- 
force the Volstead act. 

“If there were prohibition against 
standees in buses or in any other form 
of transportation in this city, it would 
prove to be a sort of transportation 
Volstead act,” the Mayor said. No- 
body would obey it. People would 
get into buses and stand, not because 
they would rather stand than sit, but 
because they would rather stand in a 
bus than on a street corner, perhaps 
in the rain, and because they” want 
to get somewhere.”’ ; 


Curran Favors a New Start. 


Mr. Curran, former Borough Presi- 
dent of Manhattan and the fusion 
nominee for Mayor in 1921, urged the 
board to break the deadlock by laying 
aside all the present franchise applica- 
tions and beginning over again. He 
urged the unification of all transit 
companies in Manhattan and their co- 
ordination into one system and the 
acZition of bus lines where they wo ud 
supply. additional transit facilities. 

Stewart Browne, President of the 
United Real Estate Owners’ Associa- 
tion, urged. the board to discard the 
seven favored applicants and award 
the bus franchises to existing transit 
companies. 

G. H. Pardee of J. G. White & Co., 
which is. ready to operate the Equita- 
ble Coach Company’s lines if it gets a 
franchise; said the Equitable was the 
only company that had not changed 
its original bid other than by offering

5,000 in Manhattan and Bronx 
Return to Work Today as 
Result of Court Order. 





SITUATION STILL CONFUSED 


Building Men Fear That if Strike in 
Brooklyn Is Won, General Wage 
Demands Will Follow. 


Five thousand plumbers and helpers 
in Manhattan and the Bronx who were 
locked out by their employers on April 
27 will return to work today as the 
result of an order issued by the master 
plumbers yesterday after an injunction 
mandate by Supreme Court Justice 
Thomas W. Churchill, forbidding them 


to continue the lockout, had been ob- 
tained by the union men. 

Five thousand plumbers and helpers 
in Brooklyn, Queens and Richmond are 
still idle, the Brooklyn mechanics be- 
cause of the strike which they declared 
on April 1 and the others because they 
were locked out by their employers 
when similar action was taken by the 
Manhattan and the Bronx master 
plumbers. 

Although many thousands of work- 
men in other crafts who were made 
idle by the strike and lockout will be 
able to return to work in Manhattan 
and the Bronx, the confused situation 
involving the plumbers and the entire 
building trades has not been cleared by 
the injunction. , 

Comment in the building trades yes- 
terday was pessimistic concerning the 
outlook. Architects, builders and con- 
tractors were seriously concerned over 
the effect of the plumbers’ strike on 
the other crafts at the end of this 


year. 

If the Brooklyn employers grant the 
$14 a day demanded by their employes, 
mechanics in the pipe crafts in the 
other boroughs will receive a similar 
raise within ninety days, according to 
agreement. Other workers now re- 
ceiving $14 a day are expected to ask 
for $16 when their ments expire 
at the end of the year and mechanics 
who get $12 will probably demand $14. 

To the extent that the Brooklyn 
Master Plumbers are resisting the de- 
mand for $14 a day they are fighting 
the battle of the employers of all the 
other crafts in the building trades. 
According to the employers, building 
statistics for the first quarter of this 
year show a considerable depreciation 
over the same period last year and all 
signs point to a slacke in the de- 
mand for new structures. They believe 
that if the $14 a day wage is gran 
and the equilibrium in the other trades 
is thus upset, construction will take a 
sharp drop. , 

The Brooklyn employers are expected 
to act soon. It was reported yester- 
day that they are considering man- 
ning their jobs with non-union men, 
but no decision was announced. 

Builders and contractors were 
that the Brooklyn strike, while not 
significant beyond local borders, bore 
the seeds of ble+ disturbances 
which might ul tely result in a rep- 
etition of the historic open-shop fight 
of 1903. . It-was said that builders. in 
this city would prefer to deal with the 
unions, but that if higher wages, such 
as $16 a day for the trowel trades 
and $14 for most of the others, were 
demanded, there would be no alterna- 
tive but to resist such demands to the 
utmost.

It was said 
to be possible that the company might 
appeal to the courts on the question of 
the commission’s jurisdiction and thus 
delay that part of the investigation in- 
definitely. 

According to the understanding at 
the offices of the commission, the of- 
ficials of the B. M. T. will contend 
that the commission must confine its 
inquiry to the New York Rapid 
Transit Corporation, the B. M. T. sub- 
sidiary operating the subway lines 
leased from the city, in its investiga- 
tion preliminary to the preparation of 
a readjustment plan, and to the vari- 
ous surface car co es which the 
B. M. T. controls, if it wishes te go 
into the matter of surface lines. 

The B. M. T., as a holding company, 
makes no report to the commission, 
the reports required by law being fur- 
nished by its operating subsidiaries. 
Further support for what is under- 
stood to be the company’s position was 
found in the fact that at the time cf 
the reorganization of the old B. R. T. 
into the present B. M. T. the approval 
of the commission was required for 
the issuance of New York Rapid Tran- 
sit Corporation securities, but not for 
the new B. M. D. securities. 


Untermyer Sees Stand as Absurd. 


The position of Samuel Untermyer, 
special counsel of the commission, is 
that, as the B. M. T. owns practicaly 
all the New York Rapid Transit Cor- 
poration stock, it is absurd to’ contend 
that the commission has no ‘power to 
investigate the.B. M. T. stock trans- 
actions. Mr. Untermyer is reported to 


feel that the inquiry would be useless 
if confined to the subsidiary corpora- 
tion. He is understood to believe that 
it is vital that the commission dis- 
cover who are the real owners of 
both the B. M. T. and the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company, so that the 
city may know with whom it has to 
deal in any negotiations for readjust- 
ment or unification that may grow out 
of the investigation. 

In that connection, {it was learned 
yesterday that Mr. Untermyer had 
subpoenaed Thomas L. Chadbourne, 
head of the law firm of Chadbourne, 
Stanchfield & Levy, to appear at ‘he 
hearing on Monday. It was said to 
be Mr. Untermyer’s theory that Mr. 
Chadbourne was at the head of the 
B. M. T. group which has been re- 
ported to have bought during the last 
year a large block of Interhprough 
stock, perhaps sufficient to contr»l 
that company. It was assumed that 
Mr. Untermyer, when he gets Mr. 
Chadbourne on the stand, intends to 
question him closely concerning his 
ownership of transit stocks and other 
securities. . 


Move for Delay Still in Donbt.

Producers to Withdraw Suit for 
Injunction and Sign Basic 
Agreement of Guild. 


ONLY TWO NOW OUT OF FOLD 


Among Leading Managers, George

Falled to Agree to Compact. 


The Shuberts, who began injunction 
proceedings against the Dramatists’ 
Guild last month, alleging ‘‘secondary 
boycott” against them on the part of 
the Guild have made an amicable set- 
tlement with the playwrights’ organi- 
zation, it was announced yesterday. 
The Guild’s basic agreement has been 
accepted by Lee Shubert and the suit 
of the producers will be withdrawn. 

The following statement was issued 
last night by the Shubert offices: 

“As a result of conferences between 
representatives of the Dramatists’ 
Guild and Lee Shubert and counsel for 
Mr. Shubert, William Klein, and 
Arthur Garfield Hays, representing the 
Dramatists’ Guild, the differences be- 
tween the Shuberts and the Drama- 
tists’ Guild have been satisfactorily 
adjusted. The Shubert Theatre Corpo- 


ration will now become signatories to 
the basic agreement.”’ 

Arthur Richman, President of the 
Dramatists’ Guild, asked to comment 
on the settlement last night, declared 
that the Shubert announcement 
covered the matter. He said no 
changes in the basic agreement had 
been made, and that the differences 
had been over interpretation. 

The Shuberts and the authors had 
been at odds on the various ‘small 
rights’’ clauses relating to musical 
comedy production and to radio rights. 
It was reported along Broadway 
that some modification in these 
clauses had been agreed to which 
would prevent new material from 
musical attractions from being used 
indiscriminately in motion picture 
houses, cabarets and over the radio. 
The chief difference between the two 
groups was over the profits accruing 
to the author from the motion picture, 
cabaret and radio rights of composi- 
tions, although Mr. Shubert strenu- 
ously protested that he had no control 
over the music from his shows except 
* the theatres where he gave produc- 

ons. 

With the Shuberts as signatories of 
the Dramatists’ Guild basic agreement, 
only George M. Cohan and Anne 
Nichols, among the more prominent 
producers, are unaffiliated with the 
organization and, in accordance with 
the Guild’s closed shop, are unable to 
deal with the playwrights who are 
members. These two producers, how- 
ever, are principally concerned with 
the presentation of their own works. 

It was reported that the agreement 
to sign had been reached several days 
ago, but that all announcement of it 
was withheld until arrangements had 
been made for dropping the legal pro- 
ceedings.

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COMPARES ARMIES 


OF THE REVOLUTION 


Prof. Van Tyne in Cambridge 
Lecture Describes Difficul- 
ties of Commanders. 


‘HEROES’ ON BOTH SIDES 


American Declares War Was Not 


One of Mankind’s Greatest 
Struggles.

LONDON, May 19.—The fourth of the 
geries of Watson Clair Foundation lee- 
tures on “British and American Rival- 
ries in the American Revolution’ was 
delivered by Professon Van Tyne at 
the Arts School at Cambridge today, 
his subject being ‘‘Rival Soldiers and 
Bailors of America and England.” The 
Vice Chancellor of the university, who 
presided, said the object of the lectures 
was to promote-.good understanding 
between the British and American na- 
tions and in Professor Van Tyne they 
had a great historian to help them. 

Professor Van Tyne dwelt on the dif- 
ficulties which beset the British com- 
manders when they had safely landed 
their armies in America, such as the 
Winter rigors of the North, the torrid 
Summers in the South and malaria. 
These difficulties fought, in the main, 
on the side of the rebellion.. The Brit- 
ish army was a more palpable force, 
paid the professor, and, like the Amer- 


ican army, it contained its full quota 
of heroes, all ready to meet a great 
occasion in a noble way, but the war 
itself was of such a nature that neither 
its scale nor intensity raised it to the 
rank of one of mankind’s greatest 
atruggies. 


Professor Van Tyne said in part: 

“So great was the dislike of serving 
abroad, the horror of the brutal prac- 
tice in the army, and the aversion to 
the war on America that not 20,000 
soldiers of the English breed were 
available in 1776, and recourse was 
had to mercenary soldiers from petty 
German States. 


British Were Well Equipped. 


“Nevertheless, it is true that, even 
before the entry of France in the war, 
the Howes came to New York in 1776 
with the greatest fleet and army that 
England had ever sent across the seas, 
greater than Wellington had at Water- 
loo forty years later. And-this host 
was equipped far better than Wash- 


ington’s armies were ever to be during 
the best days they were fated to see, 
better armed, better fed, better clothed, 
superior in all that could be measured 
by a military expert. 

“From the very start Americans got 
@ wrong idea about British soldiers, 
for it was generally believed from 
Maine to Georgia that in the retreat 
from Lexington ‘three hundred in- 
trepid rural sons of freedom drove be- 
fore them more than five times their 
number of regular, well - appointed 
troops.” Yet the fact was that at 
Bunker Hill, Brandywine, Monmouth 
Court or any field where American 
and British armies met on anything 
like equal terms, the ‘Redcoat’ proved 
steady and courageous, capable of the 
best conduct expected of disciplined 
troops in that or any age. 

‘Neither Congress nor the States 
Gared, at first, to ask the men 
to enlist for longer than three months. 
Even the States, whose sovereign 
power was not questioned, did 
not venture in 1776 to conscript men, 
but only to allure with money re- 
wards for enlistment on short terms. 
Drafting was reluctantly tried, late in 
the war, by several States, but with 
many devices for evasion. To recruit 
the Continental Army Congress ginger- 
ly advanced inch by inch from $10 in 
1776 to $200 in 1779. The poor results 
were not due solely to lukewarm love 
of liberty, nor repugnance to military 
life, but to a feverish demand, and 
good pay, for labor and the opportuni- 
ties to get rich by doing business at 
war prices. 

**America had in that day the same 
sublime faith in their ability to raise 
e@rmies between morn and dewy eve 
which was to cheer their political dem- 
egogues for over 150 years thereafter. 
As a result, the Continental Congress 
gave Washington impossible tasks to 
perform with utterly inadequate 
means. 


Early Troops Mutinous. 


“But irregularity of the service and 
equipment of the militia was the least 
of its faults. In the early. American 
armies Montgomery found the men 
turbulent, mutinous, so lacking in dis- 
cipline that neither lashes, fines, pil- 
lory,.the wooden horse nor drumming 


out of camp would produce it. There 
was licentiousness, said Schuyler, not 
easy to be described. Added to this 
unfitness was their utter lack of money 
and equipment, the military chest ex- 
hausted,‘a mutiny threatened for want 
of pay, 2,000 without flint, not enough 
powder to reply toa cannonading. 

“There was little glamor in the 
American army to lead men to glory. 
‘Shoeless Taterdemaliane,’ with no uni- 
form but a hunting shirt, butternut 
stained, could not experience pride in 
showy dress. The buff and blue uni- 
form in which popular fancy arrays 
its Revolutionary ancestors was a rare 
adornment of the real hero of ‘76. 
Washington reported his own camp 
servant ‘indecently and shamefully 
naked.’ There is no escaping the truth 
that heroic soldiers suffered at Valley 
Forge because too many people at 
home were neither heroic nor unselfish 
enough to support the war. 

“That there was a small nucleus of 
truly heroic soldiers not even the most 
cynical historian could deny. Such men 
were, like Washington, unshaken by 
negiect, suffering or any ill that war 
might heap on life. They fought, said 
a British admirer, for their altars and 
their fires and not for 3 shillings 
and 6 pence a week, as did the mer- 
cenaries. Moreover, the most inspired 
patriots were in a state of mind to be- 
lieve that the Kingdom of Heaven 
could be carried by storm, and were 
sure they were fighting the battles of 
the Lord. Men of this type came from 
every walk of life and from the peoples 
of many lands. All the efforts of race- 
warped historians have failed to prove 
any monopoly of military glory won by 
@ partirular nationality in the Ameri- 
can Army.

4 
“It was Washington, the aristocrat, | ™e2 
who led America’s democratic revolu- 
tion. There was not yet so much de- 
mocracy in America, but that Congress 
desired a gentleman as a military lead- 


ties rather than receive it. The very 
jealousies among the several sections 
aided his selection. The Colonies out- 
side of New England fearéd that an 
army largely recruited there, if also 
led by'‘a General’ from that section, 
might threaten the very independence 
of America. Washington was wisely 
chosen. He- had neither brilliance, 
wit, nor imagination, but a sound and 
vigorous mind, able to make use. of 
those who knew books and the specu- 
lations of political thinkers, to see what 
was best and safest in the ‘thinking of 
others. He had no genius and little 
natural aptitude for war, no experi- 
ence except in frontier warfare, and 


feat and success, such military science 
as he came to have, such qualities as 


made him before the end of the war 
one of the foremost among the leaders 
of men, safe and competent as a Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

“The greatest significance of the 
American Revolution lay not in the 
battle of Bunker Hill, the surrender at 
Saratoga, nor even the fine military 
stroke which ended the war at York- 
town, but in the creation of new forms 
of government, the invention of that 
institution, the constitutional conven- 
tion wherein the spirit of reforming 
change which has long ago captured 
the most aspiring spirits in Western 
Europe could, on the American frontier 
of civilized life, embody itself in forms 
of government, in constitutional prin- 
ciples, consonant with a new and. more 
liberal age. It was not the conflict be- 
tween Red coats and ‘embattled farm- 
ers.’ but that bétween the political 
ideals of Lord North and of John 
Adams which raised the American 
Revolution to be one of the momentous 
events in human history.’’

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FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Some Decline—Money 4%, 
Sterling Holds Steady. 


Outside of the Stock Exchange, 
where there again occurred advances 
of considerable violence in perhaps a 
dozen shares with irregular movement 
elsewhere, the main points of interest 
yesterday were the news of a large 
withdrawal of gold at London and the 
rise in cotton prices to the highest of 
the year. The withdrawing of £1,500,- 
000 from the Bank of England for ex- 
port was an operation which the mar- 
ket found it difficult to understand. 
If it had been taken for granted that 
the $59,500,000 gold ‘remaining on 
French account at London after the 
$30,000,000 shipments to New York was 
similarly to be transferred to our mar- 
ket, a large gold export engagement at 
London would not have been surpris- 
ing. But the amount assigned is great- 
er than any single export engagement 
previously reported at London and, 
moreover, the recent shipments to New 
York were not withdrawn from the 
Bank of England. 

No-light was thrown on the matter 
during the day. It was precisely to 
avert such shipments, to New York at 
any rate, that the Federal Reserve's 
operation in buying the $59,500,000 
French gold at London was’ under- 
taken, and Secretary Mellon, who is 
a member of the Reserve.. Board, 
yesterday explained distinctly that the 
gold thus bought would remain in Lon- 
don for use on European exchange. As 
had been expected, our own Reserve 
system’s weekly statement showed 
yesterday no change in the $59,548,000 
gold, first reported a week ago as 
“held abroad.”’ The gold reserve in its 
vaults at home, however, decreased 
$13,284,000; it had increased’ uninter-- 


weeks. 

Following the program pursued on a 
number of preceding days, the group 
of stocks whose price was advanced 
with particular violence yesterday was 
mostly made up of different individual 
shares from those which had held the 
centre of the stage in other recent 
days. Some of the stocks on which 
yesterday’s bidding converged rose 6 
to 12 points; but shares such as Bald- 
win Locomotive, General Motors and 
du Pont, which had led the previous 
day’s advance, ended yesterday at a 
net decline after an early show of 
strength. Declines as well as advances 
were in fact numerous on the general 
market; there was no uniformity of 
trend. But Wall Street has almost 
ceased to look for that; it discusses 
the stock market just now as a 
mechanism by itself which is being 
operated on a novel and interesting 
system. 

Yesterday’s gold withdrawal from the 
Bank of England did not figure in the 
day’s weekly report. That statement 
showed increase of £1,459,000 in the 
Bank’s gold reserve, which thereby 
rose to the highest figure since the 
first week of October, 1925. One very 
striking result of this great. increase 
in gold holdings was a rise in the re- 
serve ratio to nearly 34% per cent., 
which is practically the highest since 
the European war began, _ being 
matched only by the 34% per cent. of 
Christmas week, 1914. Another very 
notable movement in the foreign bank- 
ing field was the payment of 1,500,- 
000,000 francs by the French Govern- 
ment in reduction of its debt to the 
Bank of France, which is thereby 
brought at one stroke to the lowest 
figure since June, 1925, and nearly 
11,000,000,000 francs below last Sum- 
mer’s maximum. 

The weekly returns of merchandise 
started for distribution by the rail- 
ways not only give no sign of reduc- 
tion in the pace of consumption as 
compared with this season in former 
}years, but loadings continue to exceed 
those of any previous period this year. 
It is perhaps not illogical that they 
should run beyond the ioadings even 
of March, for the subsequent decrease 
in trade activity has affected new or- 
ders and the rate of new production, 
whereas actual distribution now in 
progress may represent the filling of 
orders placed in March. But the 
striking fact is that 26,000 more cars 
should have been needed to move 
freight consigned in the first week 
of May than the best previous achieve- 
ment of that week speaks for itself; 
not less so, in that it follows an aver- 
age weekly increase of 26,700 cars over 
1926 during the preceding four months.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 





News, Comment and Incident, On the Stock Exchange and In 
‘the Financial Markets. a 


While speculative - operations -were 
conducted more cautiously in some of 
the stocks which have gone highest in 
the recent flights, other issues were 
brought forward to take their places 
and yesterday’s trading on the Stock 
Exchange was fully’as spectacular'as 
that of the preceding day. A rush of 
selling in the early. afternoon caused 
considerable unsettlement, paring down 
the gains of several of the so-called piv- 
otal stocks. Then, just before the 
close of the market. came a swift re- 
covery which swept many of them back 
to the day’s best levels or higher. A 
check-up of the closing quotations re- 
veals- a substantial number of losses, 
taking the list as a whole, but virtually 
all the changes of consequence were 
in the upward direction. A half-dozen 
or so stocks were bid up quite vio- 
lently, among them American Smelt- 
ing, Case Threshing, American To- 


bacco, Collins & Aikman, Commercial] 
Solvents B, Delaware & Hudson, Pitts- 
burgh & West Virginia, and Wabash. 
The net gains of these ranged from 4 
to more than 9 points.

The Market’s Vicissitudes. 


Many floor traders turned sellers in 
the first hour of trading after General 
Motors had passed 200, which it had 
been widely figured, was the immedi- 
ate objective for that stock. The sell- 
ing spread to Baldwin and other mar- 
ket leaders, with the result that the 
general list was moving irregularly and 
nervously by 11 o’clock. There was a 
wave of buying around noon, converg- 
ing largely upon the group of high- 
priced issues which have been the. fa- 


vorite trading vehicles of the current 
movements. Dullness developed shortly 
before 2 o’clock, with considerable 
profit-taking in parts of the list. A 
brisk rally took place in the last half- 
hour of trading, but not more than a 


dozen active issues participated in it.

“Seeing the Captain.” 
There was an interesting story going 
the rounds of ‘the brokerage offices 
yesterday to the effect that several un- 
fortunate shorts in Baldwin Locomo- 
tive, all badly crippled, had hobbled up 
to the office of “the captain” and set- 
tled with him for $220 a share. Wall 
Street’s comment was that the story 
may be considered important—if true. 
The rapid fashion in which the stock 
declined after selling at 216% seemed 
to bear dut the story, and Wall Street 


was inclined to believe that there was 
some measure of truth in it. As has 
been the case of Genera! Motors, Amer- 
ican Smelting and Refining, Colorado 
Fuel and other sky rockets of recent 
markets, the shorts in Baldwin have 
undoubtedly been punished severely. 


Market Leadership. 


Wall Street watches that stock, or 
stocks, closest which is moving the 
fastest, but there has nevertheless ap- 
peared still to be undisputed market 
leadership, as has been proved by the 
interest in General Motors, United 
States Steel common and Baldwin Lo- 
comotive in the industrial list and 
Chesapeake & Ohio and Southern Rail- 
way among the railroads. In general, 
it is the observation of Wall Street 
that the market has been strong when 
these selected issues were forging 
ahead and reactionary only when the 
leaders faltered.

No “Overproduction” of Bonds. 

As in certain other industries, the 
word “‘overproduction” has lately be- 
gun to be heard in discussions of the 
business. of underwriting and distrib- 
uting bonds. This is the result of the 
unprecedented volume of new offer- 
ings that has characterized the first 
four and a half months of 1927. The 
supply of funds ‘pressing for invest- 
ment is so great, however, that the 
point has not seemed to be anywhere 
in sight at which the market would 
be surfeited with bonds. The prob- 
lem still is, according to bond houses, 
to find enough new supplies to meet 





requirements. This, they stated yes- 
terday, is evidenced by the strong 
competition that exists for new issues, 
particularly in the foreign field. 
s,* 

Puzzles in the Foreign Markets. 

News from the foreign markets 
which came in over day cables yester- 
day proved to be absolutely perplex- 
ing to Wall Street. It included the 
statement that £1,500,000 bar gold had 


been sold by the Bank of England for 


export; also that the French Treasury 
had paid off during the last week 
1,500,000,000 francs of the advances 
made to it by the Bank of France. 
No one in Wall Street saw any prob- 
able connection between these two 


announcements, or’ between either of 
them. and the recent transaction in 
French gold in London. The impres- 
sion in foreign exchange circles was 
that the large gold withdrawal re- 
ported as made from the Bank of Eng- 
land must represent a consignment for 
New York, but most houses declared 
that they could not understand it. 


Cotton at the Year’s Highest. 


The rise in spot cotton yesterday to 
16.20 cents a pound, the highest price 
since Sept. 22 and embodying an’ ad- 
vance of exactly one-third over the 
recent low price of 12.15 cents on Dec. 
3, was equally ascribed in the cotton 
trade to the spread of the Mississippi 
inundation and to the continuance of 
exceptionally large consumption from 
the old crop. One recent estimate of 
the flood damage to cotton has calcu- 
lated that the actual inundated acre- 
age of cotton land produced last year 
about 1,000,000 bales, which, even if 
the loss were complete, would repre- 
sent only 5% per cent. of last year’s 
total yield, while it is possible to as- 
sume that a considerable part of the 
flooded area will be replanted.’ An- 
other trade calculation, based on the 
estimate of the 1926 carry-over and 
the apparent amount still left to come 
forward from last year’s crop, con- 
cludes that although there were 1,000,- 
000 bales more in the interior carry- 
over last Summer than a year before, 
and although there were 1,700,000 bales 
more cotton produced from the new 
crop than in 1925, nevertheless there 
is now actually less cotton left in the 
interiar than was held a year ago this 
month.

Pittsburgh & West Virginia. 

The upswing in the stock of the 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia Railroad 
yesterday, which carried its price to 
148%, a new high record and a gain 
over the previous closing of 124% points, 
elicited only hypothetical explanations. 
That the earnings of the road since 
the first of the year would scarcely 
warrant such a market action of the 


stock all market observers agreed, es- 


pecially since the opening of the soft 


coal strike, which has considerably 
slackened traffic. Many railroad men 
expressed the opinion that F. E. Tap- 
lin, Chairman of the road, holds the 
key to the situation, considering that 
he controls the road. The possibility 
is, they said yesterday, that there are 
negotiations going on to align the 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia in. the 
New York Central-Baltimore & Ohio- 
Nickel Plate group, which last Feb- 
ruary engineered the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie and Western Maryland coup. 


“Productive” Loans and Others. 

While the bulk of the foreign loans 
made this year by American bankers 
have been for “productive purposes, ’ 
such as the construction of public 
works and other revenue-yielding proj- 
ects,'an international banker remarked 
yesterday that this was not always a 
fair test of a loan. American capital 
has been useful in building up the in- 


dustrial capacity of many parts of Eu- 
rope. There are cases, however, where 
a country has a large floating debt or 
other financial complications, in which 
it would be more advantageous to ef- 
fect a refunding loan than it would be 
to borrow money for new railroads or 
similar projects. With this in view, it 
is sometimes difficult to tell just what 
is or is not a “productive’’ loan.

JAPAN'S EXCHANGE 
DROPS UNDER DRIVE 


Chinese Speculators’ Sales of 
Yen Estimated to Total 
Nearly $25,000,000. 


RAID IN WORLD MARKETS 


Advances of Year Wiped Out— 
Government Expected to 
Protect Currency. 


The financial situation in Japan, 
which bad slipped from public notice 
following banking and financial diffi- 
culties more than a month ago, re- 
turned to prominence yesterday when 
tremendous selling of the yen took 
place in several world markets. The 
yen broke half a cent to 46.65 cents in 
New York, which followed a decline of 
% of wu cent on the previous day and 
placed the currency near the low point 


of the year. The yen now is lower 
than it was at this time last year, the 
prolonged advance which carried it to 
within striking distance of par in ex- 
pectation. of a return to the gold 
standard having been completely wiped 
out. 

Private cable advicces received yes- 
terday said that the Government of 
Japan, acting through the Bank of 
Japan, would soon take definite action 
to protect the yen, which has been 
under pressure since the failure of 
several banks precipitated a crisis and 
caused a change in Cabinets. New 
legislation has been prepared to deal 
with the situation through permitting 
the Bank of Japan to extend guaran- 
tees of large amounts to be used in 
protecting banks. 

The collapse in yesterday's market 
was attributed to Chinese speculators, 
who were understood to have sold 
short lines amounting to 50,000,000 yen. 
or nearly $25.000,000. With the rt of 
depressing the rate the speculators 
launched a violent selling drive under 
which the rate crumbled. 

Since the difficulties first developed 
there has been little official support, 
but it is believed that it will be re- 
newed. The rate up to a few months 
ago was strongly supported, and 
shipments of $4,000,000 of gold a month 
were being made from Japan to the 
United States. 

The Chinese speculators yesterday 
were converting into their own cur- 
rencies the proceeds of the sale of yen, 
and Chinese rates were sharply higher.

Rise of Common Brings Value 
of the Enterprise to More 
Than $1,900,000,000. 





STOCK YIELDS SLIGHTLY 


Closes at 198' After Selling Move- 
ment—Cochran Prophecy Ful- 
filled a Year Ahead of Time. 


Fulfilling at least a year ahead of 
time a prophecy which many in Wall 
Street considered a rash guess at the 
time it was uttered by Thomas Coch- 
ran of J. P. Morgan & Co., the com- 
mon stock of the General Motors Cor- 
poration crossed 200 on the New York 
Stock Exchange yesterday, giving the 
enterprise an aggregate value ‘‘on the 
market” of more than $1,900,000,000. 

The advance of the common shares 
above 200 has been looked upon in 
stock market circles as the probable 
Objective point for the stock in the 
present movement, in which pool oper- 
ations have figured very largely. For 
that reason yesterday’s trading was 
watched with more than ordinary in- 
terest. The stock, true to predictions 
widely disseminated in Wall Street, 
shot past the 200 mark in the first hour 
as buying orders were heaped upon the 
specialists in unusually heavy volume. 
The high point touched was 

Then, as if to confirm the opinion 
that 200 was to be the “‘turning point,” 
the stock suddenly turned downward 
as bear traders began to unload. There 
was intense excitement for an hour 
throughout the stock market commu- 
nity. 

Stock Yields Moderately. 


Opinion was divided as to what 
would happen. Some expected that the 
stock might break violently, others 
that it would rally after the first sign 


of weakness and continue to establish 
new high records, as Baldwin Loco- 
motive was doing. It did neither, but 
yielded moderately and finally brought 
up at 198% as the selling movement 
subsided. The stock closed at that 
figure, showing a net loss of half a 
point on the day. 

Mr. Cochran’s — of last Sum- 
mer, made as he was departing for 
Europe, and subsequently qualified in 
a statement wirelessed from the steam- 
ship, was construed in Wall Street to 
mean that he expected the stock as 
then constituted to reach 300 within 
two years. At 200 for the present 
shares—a stock dividend of 50 per 
cent. having been declared last Au- 
tumn—Mr. Cochran’s prediction has 
been more than realized. 

The equivalent of the present com- 
mon stock sold on the market in 1923 
at $40 a share. The closing quotation 
for 1926 was 153%. Its low for the cur- 
rent year was 145% and its high, 200%, 
established yesterday. 

The figure of $1,990,000,000, represent- 
ing the market value of all General 
Motors stock, covers the common 
shares, the $150,467,500 par value of 7 
ong cent. cumulative preferred, the $1,- 

900 par value of 6 per cent. cumu- 
lative preferred and the $2,663,600 par 
value of 6 per cent. debentures. The 
8,700,000 shares of common stock at 
yesterday’s market price have a total 
value of $1,740,000,000. 

General Motors earned a net profit 
in 1926 of $176,698,743. Its earnings in 
the first quarter of this year were 
more than $52,000,000 and on the basis 
of that showing it has been estimated 
that the 1927 net will exceed $200,- 


CHAIN BANK PLEA FAILS. 


No Law to Curb Holding Companies, 
McFadden Its Informed. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (4).—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board is powerless to pre- 
vent chain banking through purchases 
by holding companies, Governor Cris- 
singer of the board has informed

Kansas City Southern Shows 
Effect in Its Report of 
Operations in April. — 


DECLINE FOR FOUR MONTHS 


Less Revenue and More Expense 
Announced——Annual Figures of 
Colorado & Southern. 


The customary leader of monthly 
railroad statements, the report of the 
Kansas City Southern Railway, was 
issued yesterday and revealed sharp 
decreases in both gross and net reve- 
nues for April and the first four 
months of 1927. The report provides a 


basis upon which the damages in- 
flicted upon railroads by the Missis- 
sippi floods may be partly judged. 
Part of the downward trend, however, 
was caused by increases in operating 
expenses and tax accruals. 

In April of this year operating reve- 
nues were $59,946 less than in the same 
month in 1926, net railway operating 
revenue fell off $134,226, while railway 
operating income dropped $134,646. 
During the four-month period railway 
operating revenues decreased $216,996, 
as compared with last year, while 
revenue decreased $279,126 and railway 
operating income decreased $280,197.

Red 
rust is causing poor filling in Okla- 
homa. Harvest has started the 
Wichita Falls, Texas, territory, the 
earliest on record. Winnipeg was in- 
fluenced by better weather conditions 
in the Prairie provinces and closed \% 
cent lower to 4% cent higher.

TRADE SITUATION GOOD. 


Bank of Commerce Sees Further 
Progress and Higher Volume. 


Business is progressing in an orderly 
way, with every prospect of its con- 
tinuance:in.good volume, subject, of 
course, to the usual seasonal influ- 
ences and developments, according to 
a discussion of market conditions com- 
piled by the National Bank of Com- 
merce. The remarkable stability of 
underlying conditions is shown by the 
maintenance of business in good 
volume notwithstanding the Mississippi 
floods, conditions in the oil industry 
and the Japanese situation. 

Industrial output is at seasonably 
high levels. Car loadings continue 
large, despite some decline in ship- 
ments of coal because. of the strike, 
and the heavy loadings of miscellane- 
ous freight and less than carload lots 
continue to attest that goods are mov- 
ing freely toward final consumption. 
Save where adversly affected by purely 
local conditions, retail trade is good 
and chain store sales and mail order 
business continue to show gains over 
1926. 


NON-FERROUS METALS QUIET 


Copper Below 13 Cents—Lead and 
Zine Decline. 


The non-ferrous metal markets have 
been quiet throughout the week, the 
Engineering and Mining Journal re- 
ports, and prices for each of the major 
metals have dropped to lower levels. 
The prevailing prices for lead and zinc 
are the lowest for several years. Plati- 
num has weakened further, while anti- 


mony, quicksilver and tin have shown 
little net change. 

Copper settled at 12.875 cents a 
pound, delivered in the East, a de- 
cline of 4% cent from the level named 
a week ago. Second-hands sold a fair 
tonnage of copper as low as 12.825 
cents. Consumers were not greatly 
interested in the statistics for April. 
Foreign business has been quiet. 

The contract price for lead has been 
reduced to 6.65 cents a pound, New 
York, without stimulating business. 
The St. Louis market settled at 6.25 
cents. Most of the buying has been 
for May shipment.

The Coca-Cola International Corpo- 
ration has informed stockholders of a 
decision not to declare a dividend of 
one additional share for each share 
of stock outstanding, which had been 


proposed in order to make the number 
of shares of that corporation equal to 
the number of shares of the Coca-Cola 
Company, which the International Cor- 
poration owns. The abandonment of 
the plan was due to the expense in- 
volved as well as to the fact that 
there was no real necessity for such 
action. Holders of International stock 
may exchange their holdings on the 
basis of one share for two shares of 
Coca-Cola Company. 





Electric Vacuum to Redeem Stock. 

The Electric Vacuum Cleaner Com- 
pany has authorized the redemption 
on June 30, 1927, of all the preferred 
stock, of which there was $486,300 out- 
standing on Dec. 31, 1926, at a price 
of $110 a share plus the accrued divi- 
dend of $1.75 a share payable on that 
date.

Shipments by companies which are 
members of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce totaled 323,143 
cars in April, a decline of 1% per cent. 
from March, but an ‘increase of 9 
er cent. over April, 1926. The reduc- 

ion under the March total is ac- 
counted for entirely by the difference 
in the number of working days in the 
two months, the magazine says. In 
the first four months of 1927 the mem- 
bers of the chamber. manufactured 
1,092,915 cars and trucks, an increase 
of 66,593, or 64 per cent., over the 
same period of 1926. 





Copper Consumption Decreased. 

Industries that in 1926 represented 
48.51 per cent. of the domestic con- 
sumption of copper, consumed in the 
first quarter of 1927 100,200 short tons 
of copper, the American Bureau of 
Metal Statistics reports, comparing 
with 106,025 tons in the fourth quarter 
of 1926, 119,950 tons in the third, 106,- 
000 tons in the second and 104,050 tons 
in the first quarter of 1926. The total 
domestic shipments for the first quar- 
ter were 223,010 tons, comparing with 
210,088 tons in the fourth, 238,845 tons 
in the third, 226,433 tons in the second 
and 226,806 tons in the firat quarter of 
1926.

Business Men Hear L. S. Miller 
Ask ‘Fair Treatment’ From 
City for Utilities.

TEN SPEAK ON PROSPERITY 


Future of Real Estate and Banks/ 
Is Described by Francis D. 
Gallatin and Others. 


Leverett S. Miller, President of the 
New York, Westchester & Boston Rail- 
way, appealed yesterday to 1,000 lead- 
ing business men of the Bronx to use 
their influence with city officials so 
that the city’s public utilities might 
receive “fair and reasonable treatment 
and their stockholders a reasonable re- 
turn on investment.”’ 

Mr. Miller was one of ten speakers at 
a “Prosperity Luncheon” given by the 
Bronx Chamber of Commerce in the 
Concourse Plaza Hotel. Each dealt 
with prosperity in his own respective 
field, in the case of Mr. Miller the 
field of public utilities. He said his 
railroad was paying to the City of 
New York approximately $83,000 a year 
in taxes and $22,000 in rents for ele- 
vated street crossings, a total of $105,- 
000 annually. - Since its establishment 
some twelve years ago, he said, the 
road had paid to the city approximate- 
ly $1,300,000 for such items, while the 
owners had received nothing. 

Figures given out by Mr. Miller 
through financial channels yesterday 
showed that in April traffic on the 
New York, Westchester & Boston 
topped the million-passenger mark for 
the first time in the history of the 
railroad. The total number of pas- 
sengers carried was 1,059,924, a gain 
of 100,847, or 10.52 per cent. over the 
number carried in April of last year. 
Another record was established dur- 
ing the first four months of the year, 
when the road carried a total of 
4,051,087 passengers. 

Others who spoke at the luncheon 
drew a picture of ever-increasing pros- 
perity for the Bronx, especially in real 
estate. James R. Murphy, President 
of the Grand Jurors’ Association of 
Bronx County, said the Bronx was 
‘just beginning to scratch the sur- 
face” and that “‘the opportunity of a 
lifetime for an investor lies along the 
Bronx and Pelham Parkway.” Fran- 
cis D. Gallatin, former Commissioner 
of Parks, told his hearers that if they 
wanted a good investment all they 
needed was to go to a good real estate 
broker in the Bronx. Frank A. Gal- 
lagher, President of the Cosmopolitan 
Bank, spoke of the growth of banks 
in the Bronx. 

William J. Millard, counsel for Henry 
Judd Gray during his murder trial in 
Long Island City, took “The Law’’ 
as his topic. He said prosperity was 
not genuine or permanent unless it 
was based on “the foundation rock 
of plain, everyday honesty.” 

The Rev. Dr. Irving Reichart, rabbi 
of Tremont Temple, spoke for religion, 
saying a community was judged not 
by its material prosperity but by its 
character. Five-minute speeches were 
made by Cyrus C. Miller, former Bor- 
ough President of the Bronx; Dr. Wil- 
liam E. Grady, District Superintendent 
of Schools, and Joe Mitchell Chapple, 
writer and lecturer.

DEFERS APPROPRIATION 
FOR ROCKAWAY BEACH 


Board of Estimate Decides to 
Wait Week Before Voting 
$500,000 for Boardwalk. 


A large delegation of taxpayers from 
the Rockaways was present yesterday 


when the Board of Estimate voted to 
defer for one week making an appro- 
priation of $500,000 for construction of 
the first section of the Rockaway 
Boardwalk. 

Borough President Maurice E. Con- 
nolly of Queens explained that Con- 
troller Berry had told him he could 
not find any way at present to allo- 
cate to this project more than $500,000.
